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THIS DAY BATTLE WILL BEGIN. 


Thousands of Steel Workers Will Quit Labor To- 


night Not to Return Until the Strike is 


Settled-Both Sides Ready. 


Pittsburg, P*u Aug. 10.—The gen- 


eral strike order of President Shaffer, 
of the Amalgamated association, be* 
comes effective today, and the army 
of iron* steel and tin workers to 
which it is addressed is expected tc 
throw down its tools at -the close of 
the last turn. 
The close approach 


of the final hour has produced no ap- 
preciable change here, and as yet 
there has not been a ripple of excite- 
ment. 
At the strike headquarters in 


the Bissell block the newspaper re- 
porters and correspondents outnum- 
ber the representatives of labor, and 
the Carnegie building, from which 
the steel interests are being directed, 
was quieter than on an ordinary bus- 
iness day. 


TALK OF SETTLEMENT. 


With the opposing sides at th? 


parting of the ways there is stil] 
much talk of a settlement. 
Strong 


appeals have been made to both Pres- 
ident Shaffer and President Gompers, 
asking that they throw their influ- 
ence toward a settlement and various 
plans for averting a general strike 
have been discussed and offered by 
disinterested men on the outside. 


There may yet come a powerful 


peace-maker with a form of compact 
that will be accepted by hotli sides, 


but for the present the strike seems 
.nevitable. 
The open letter written 


by President Gompers, of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, was general- 
ly discussed today and construed by 
each individual according 
to liis 


sympathies. 
The strikers asserted 


that it was eminently satisfactory to 
"hem and that is assured them the 
complete support of the federation. 


DISCOUNT THE EFFECT. 


Opponents of the strike insisted 


that there was but little consolation 
for the strikers in the statement. 
They say that President Gompers 
does not approve the strike, and 
stood ready while here to accept and 
support any plan for a satisfactory 
settlement 
It is not yet known 


here what steps the federation of la- 
bor will take. 
None of its officials 


are here and the Amalgamated lead- 
ers refuse to discuss the matter. 


All manner of reports as to legal 


actions are in circulation, and injunc- 
tions and counter-injunctions are be- 
ing discussed, but no steps have been 
taken here yet to invoke the aid of 
the courts by either side. 


President Shaffer left early today 


for New Castle to participate in the 
great strike demonstration in pro-

TRUST EL DISMANTLE 1 MILLS 


Pittsburg-. Pa., Aug. 10.—The offi- 


cials of the American Tin Plate com- 
pany issued a statement today an- 
nouncing that it was their intention 
to dismantle and remove to Monessen 
certain of their mills tied up by the 
strike. The official statement given 
to a representative of the Associated 
Press by W. M. Leeds reads as fol- 
lows: 


"The officers of the American Tin 


Plate company authorize the follow- 
ing statement: 


'•Since the relations between the 


American Tin Plate company and 
the workmen at Monessen have been 
mutually 
satisfactory, 
insuring 


steady and profitable operation, it has 
been determined to more than double 
the plant at that point and some of 
the mills now idle on account of the 
strike declared in violation of the 


contract signed by the Amalgamated 
association will be dismantled and 
moved 
to Jffonessen. Undoubtedly 


this will be done in the case of those 
works in which the sentiment of the 
employes delays the resumption of 
work." 


On a previous occasion the Ameri- 


can Tin Plate company concentrated 
several of its plants at Wheeling and 
Vanderg^ift. 
Mr. Leeds does not 


name the plants that will be effected 
by the decision of today nor does the 
official statement indicate what ones 
will be consolidated. . It is under- 
stood, however, that the new Mones- 
sen plant will be one of the largest 
operated by the company. The offi-

Employes' Right to Strike Xs Upheld 


by Speakers—No Meeting 


This Afternoon. 


New Orleans, La., Aug. 10.~-What 


is regarded as an attempt of a Boer

moored. The Mechanician is to carry 
mules to South Africa. The explo- 
sion shook houses, rattled dishes and 
awakened people for some distance 
around. Most of the crew of the ship 
were asleep, but 
the 
explosion 


brought them from their berths to 
tho deck. An examination showed a 
large dent on the starboard side of 
the ship. Two plates at the water's 
edge had been sprung and consider- 
able water was let into the ship. 


Pumps were immediately 
put to 


work and when daylight came it was 
found that the vessel was in no 
danger of sinking and that the dam- 
age ^one was not serious. The crew 
of the vessel denied that there were 
any, explosives on board and there 
seems little doubt, according to the 


statements of those who examined 
the ship, that the explosion was f rom 
the outside and that some sort of 
powder or torpedo had been used. 


Alfred LeBlanc, agent for the Har- 


rison line, visited the Mechanician 
early today and a report of the dam- 
age done was submitted to him. He 
said three large plates on the star- 
board side of the ship had been stove 
in and that sixteen ribs had been 
broken off or knocked 
completely 


from their places. As the ship was 
making considerable water it was 
decided to shift the ballast so as to 
lift the damaged section out of* the 
water. It is thought 'the damage 
can be repaired here. Agent LeBlanc 
said the Mechanician will be loaded 
with a cargo of mules on Monday 
and get away for South Africa as 
soon as possible. A British officer 
who was on the ship last night said 
the explosion was terrific and that a 
column of water went high up in th< 
air and came down on deck.

streets, and here Miss Eichey has oc- 


cupied a position behind the desks 
for the past two years.

Washington, Aug. 10.—The navy 


department has acted upon the com* 
plaint made by Hon. William E. 
Chandler against Rear Admiral Rob- 
ley 0. Evans. 
It has reprimanded 


the admiral and the following letter 
has been addressed to him 


"Navy Department, Washington, 


D C., Aug. 9, 1901.—Sir: The Hon- 
orable William E. Chandler, president 
of the Spanish treaty claims commis- 
sion, lately a senator of the United 
States and formerly secretary of ths 
navy, has complained to tho depart- 
ment, as you are aware, of certain 
strictures upon himself in you book, 
entitled, 'A Sailor's Log.' 


"The strictures in question are in 


the nature of aspersions upon the ot- 
ficial conduct of the then (1884) sec- 
retary of the navy. 


"The text of your book, it is not 


neccessary here to recite; nor is it 
needful to ask of you an explanation 
why you felt yourself justified in 
publishing what you have. It is ob- 
vious to any reader that you speak of- 
fensively of Secretary Chandler's ac- 
tion; that you impugn his motives 
«nd othtrwiie traduce Mm in respect 


to orders given you by tho secretary 
in the discharge of the duties of his 
office, 


"You 
are informed tJhat this delib- 


erate publication of yours has justi- 
fied the displeasure of the depai-t- 
ment. Por an officer thus to attack a 
former head of the navy department 
because of orders given to him by 
that official is to abandon the cour- 
tesy that should always characterize 
an officer of the navy* If tolerated, 
it would unquestionably prove sub- 
versive of discipline. It would tend 
to bring the office itself into disre- 
pute. The act is the more reprehensi- 
ble, in this instance, because of your 
long experience in the service. 


"It has become my duty, therefore, 


to censure you for this breach of the 
obligation imposed upon you as a 
commissioned officer of the navy of 
the United States, which I according- 
ly do*

Winter's manner indicated that he 
knew where the gold had been hid- 
den, 
Ropp told Winters that he had 


a strong case against him and that 
ho would bo sent to prison for thirty 
years. 
He said: 
"You will be an 


old man when you get out end it will 
do you no good to hide the gold. We 
know it is hidden in the water near 
the works and we will search every 
inch. 
You may be sure the gold will 


be found before you 
get out of 


prison." 


Winters finally weakened and told 


Uopp that he hud taken the gold and 
would take him to the rpoi where rt 
WAS hidden. 
Winters; in company 


with Superintendent Bopp and a force 


of detectives, left <m a tug last night 
for Crockett 
There they waited all 


night for low tide. Winters pointed 
out the place at the end of the rail- 
road wharf, behind the coal bunkers, 
at the head of the vallejo ferry alip. 
At that podnt at low tide the mud is 
about four feet feet, covered by a foot 
of water. 


When the tug first reached Crockett 


Winters pointed out the spot iu the 
water where he said he had thrown 
the 
golcL 
Superintendent 
Bopp 


miarked the place 'on the wharf and 
the tug steamed away to wait for low 
tide. This morning Winters got into 
the mud and water up to his neck and 
for an hour and a half groped for the 
missing bullion. 
"Dp to 10 o'clock 


$110,000 worth had been recovered. 
This includes the four bars of fine 
gold. 
Winters had put some of the 


bars in bags.

It requires a Lihly abundant, and, 
above all. a constant supply 01 water 
at the roots, and at the same tin** 
it delights in a perfectly dry and 
very hot climate. The date palm ib 
able ro stand much more cold thai: 
an. orange tree, but not so much r»« 
a peach tree. 


PRUIT VALUABLE AS TOOD. 


The acids mostly found in fruit are 


malic, tivtaric and citric acids, com- 
bined with potash or soda, so as to 
for m acid salts. 
Malic acid p/e- 


doniinates in apples, tartar ic in 
grapes and citric acids in lemons* or- 
anges and grape fruit. 
The ash of 


fruit is rich in potash, lime, magne- 
sia and iron. 
The agreeable aroma 


of fruit like oranges, 
strawberries 


and other fruit is due to the presence 
of essential oils and ethers. 
All 


fruits contain more or less pectin, 
cellulose and an insoluble substance 
called pectose, which, by action of a 
ferment in the plant itself, is con- 
verted in the 
process of ripening ' 


into pectin, which forms the main 
constituent of fruit jelly. 
Fruits are 


laxative, 
diuretic and 
refrigerant. 


The nutritive value .of any fruit de- 
pends chiefly upon the starches and 
sugar which it contains. 
Bites 


plantains, bananas, prunes, figs and 
grapes contain the most starch anJ 
sugar, and therefore are the rno^* 
nutritious fools. 
Cherries, apples, 


currants, strawberries and grapes 
contain considerable vegetable acid, 
making them valuable as blood puri- 
fiers. 


Lemons, limes, grape fruit possess 


about the same general properties; 
they contain a great cbal of potash 
and other salts and abundant veget- 
able acids. 
They are beneficial in 


gcxrt and rheumatism, especially lem- 
on juice, which is highly recommend- 
ed, because the citric acid in decom- 
posing in the stomach oxidizes such 
elements as would tend to form uric 
acid, forming instead uric and car- 
bonic acid, two substances capable of 
easy excretion. 
The addition of 


lemon juice to cereals and broiled or 
fried fish render them more easily 
assimilated, as it has a specific action 
in promoting gastric digest!m 
The 


juice of one or two lemons put in a 
tumbler of water, with a little sugar, 
is a refreshing- and cooling drink, 
especially in fevers. 
Lemons peeled, 


sliced and freed from pits, if placed 
in a bowl witli sugar sprinkled be- 
tween the slices, makes an excellent 
remedy for sore throat. 
Mild lemo- 


nade, if not 
too sweet, dimishes 


thirst more than any other beverage. 
Pleasant, cooling drinks may be made 
with lemon juice arid aerated waters, 
such as vichy, apollinaris or car- 
bonic acid water 
instead of plain 


water, of effervescence may be pro- 
duced by the addition of baking scJa. 
about half teaspoonful to a tumbler- 
ful of water and the juice of one lem- 
on. 
This is excellent to cleanse the 


mouth and counteract nausea and is 
beneficial to the stomach.—Leslie's 
Monrhly.

goods brought to American ports in 
German 
vessels should pay 
extra 


duties of 10 per cent, what could 
Germany do? She could not retaliate 
in kind, for there are hardly arry 
American vessels trading to German

Haran, at Moreh and between Bethel 
and Ai. The fifth is now before us 
and is different from the others. Tho 
previous occasion was less distinct, 
In the present case we have God ex- 
pressing himself, for (lesson v. 1) 
'•the word of the Lord came unto 
Abram, in vision, saying/' 


Abram's God and our God is tha 


true God. for many reasons we coultl 
give, but just now we say for the 
reason, that He h?s ever been emerg- 
ing froua the unseen and addressing 
mankind. . The deities of idolatry 
Have all been dumb, dead things. 
"They have mouths, but they speak 
not." The God of the rationalist, of 
the materialistic naturalist, of the 
skeptical philosopher is silent ami 
forcer separated 
from communica- 


tion with human beings. 


Our God is approachable and ex- 


pressive, Thus 'the earliest writers 
of scripture, conceived of Him. Sov- 
ereign over all. He is yet sympa- 
thetic with every human soul. Which 
is the deity most to be desired and 
adored! -by you, the god which -the 
pagan .cuts out of metal or wood.' 
and /which the heathen never expects 
to hear a word from, or our :God of 
the -Bible, who from first loaf to last 
of the Revelations is seen in out- 
showing acts and utterances, ns i* 
wore, ever endeavoring1 to enter into 
conscious and 
complete 
relations 


with His creatxirc mail. 


KEASOtf FOtt OMCANY NAMES. 
It is this that accounts for the 


many names of God in the Bible. 
Omnipotent, omnipresent and omnis- 
cient is He. These are the very at- 
tributes we do not have and yet all 
wish we did have. 
No one is all 


powerful, but evsryonc wishes h? 
were. No one is omniscient, but does 
itot everyone 
wish 
he did know 


everything? Again we crave^as our 
(rod one who has sympathetic feel- 
ings for our wants. 
And we pr? 


taught in scripture that "like as a 
father pities his children, so th£ 
Lord pities 
them that fear Him/* 


And at last the longing desire or 


man is to see God in vis;ial embodi- 
ment. 


Turning to the Bibla we have this 


desire gratified. For *'in the begin- 
ning was the Word, and the Word 
was with God, and the Word was 
God. And the word was made flesh 
and dwelt among: us. And we be- 
held His glory as of the only be- 
gotten of the Father, full of grace 
and truth." Such then, with mnuy 
more evidences I might adduce show- 
ing how God has been from the be- 
ginning; trying to get consciously, 
intelligently near to mankind.

in this lesson— this rich shiek was 
not content. 
Well, who ever was 


made content by heaping .wealth into 
his hand and lifting up his head on 
high? 
If it did not really occur that 


Alexander the Great v/ept when there 
remained no more worlds to conquer, 
lie very properly expressed himself 
in woids as sorrowful as 'thusc use 
who weep. The multiplying million- 
aires in our country are never re- 
poitcd as satisfied, no difference how 
CDlossal their fortune has become. 
ABRAM PEETS ABOUT FUTURE. 


Just so Abram begins to fret about 


the future of his fortune and family 
fame. 
He was childless, and the 


only prospective heir to all he had 
(lesson v. £) was "this EHzer of Da- 
mascus." 
He was the steward, per- 


haps his manager and confidential 
manager, but nothing of blood kin* 
ship. 
Mark the gentle method by 


which Jehovah taught his servant 
(lesson v. 5) that a very different fu- 
ture awaited him. The ssripturc tells 
us 'the Lord 
"brought him forth 


abroad," and said: 
Look now to- 


ward heaven and tell the stars if thou 
be able to number them; and 'He said 
unto Abram, So shall thy seed be. 


What terms, tones or instrument 


the Lord used to impart this truth. 
no matter. 
"The secret of the Lord 


is with them that fear Him," and He 
will show them His way. 
A true 


and very trustful child of God now 
knows what it is to feel God "bring- 
ing him "forth abroad/* and impart- 
ng impulses aud impressions which 
arc messages of the Almighty to ono 
of us. ns truly ns Abraham was here 
taught of God. 


And the beauty of it is in verse 6, 


that "he believed in the Lord'' (and 


a Lord counted it 
to him for 


righteousness"). 
There 
is 
anuch 


more in the statement "believed in, 
or believed on.*' than simply to say 


« believed the Lord/' 
We often 


believe our fellow men— Relieve what 
they, say to be true— <whcn we do not, 
would not and could not believe on 
them. 
To believe on them would be 


to rest upon their word with assur- 
ance that they arc able and intend to 
make their promises good. 


Abraham believed on the Lord. He 


took God at His word. 
Do not let 


any opponent of simple faith in the 
affirmations of holy scripture disturb 
your peace by expressing doubts on 
the reliability of the Bible. 
Take it 


as it comes to you. 
Trust it$ teach- 


ings. 
Turn a deaf ear to al) who 


•would defamo its integrity raid trust- 
worthiness. 
Remember, 
Abraham I 


had a very much less distinct mes- 
sage from heaven, and yet he be- 
lieved in the Lord, and nvas well re- 
warded for his blind faith in the di- 
vino word. 


EXPLAINS OLD TEXT, 


Is it asked, What means the state- 


ment, the Lord "counted it to hisu 
for righteousness"? 
This, at lea^t, 


that it is a right thing to accept the 
oracles of God implicitly. 
Also that 


to take God at His word is so to hon- 
or and please Him that He will nc- 
cept us as righteous, and to us He 
will continue to impart His most holy 
self. 


Old Testament times were far from 
that full manifestation in Jesus. For 
Jesus could say: "He that hath seen 
Me hath seen the Father/' "I and my 
Father are one." All that 
God IR 


was made visible in Christ. That is 
what we mean by saying- we believe 
in the deity of Jesus Christ. 


Now let us go back to the divine 


revelation made to Abram. We re- 
call -that univeral idolatry prevail- 
ed. When Terah and his son Abram 
were living1 in ITr of the Chaldees by 
some means the Almighty called and 
convinced Abrain to quit image wo*-- 
ship and follow as he should be led 
by the invisible* supreme God. He 
nnd kis son 
went 
to Haran and 


dwelt there, and from thence mi- 
grated to Egypt. 


PROMISES ARE FULFILLED. 
In Egypt he realized richly on the 


promises cf great prosperity, which 
had been pledged to him at the out- 
set by the unseen God. And after hte 
exodus from Egypt and entrance intc 
Canaan wealth and influence flowed 
in full stream into his county and 
country. 
In the chapter preceding 


our lesson he is triumphant in war, 
Thus (Genesis xiv,,, 1-12) we read of 
a confederacy of four kings against 
the king of Sodoni and his allies, ftn? 
in the campaign the four conquered 
nnd captured and carried away (xiv, 
11-IS) all the goods of Sodom and 
Gomorrah! "And they took 
Lot," 


A'bram's nephew, whom we last saw 
pitching his tent toward Sodom. 


As soon as Abram learned the facts 


(xiv., 13-16), he organized his re 
tainers and troops, and putting tli- 
confederates to flight he restored the 
captured goods and his imprisoned 
nephew, and received (xiv., 17-20) 
an enormous ovation at the hands 
of the King of Sodom and his rescued 
associates. 


•Now Abram stands upon a topmost 


pinacle of success, earthly, material 
success. 
"Serving God appeared to 


pay past the brightest expectation 


But—and here we reach the events

sign in the countless stars, now give 
me another to assure inc that Canaan 
shall be mine. 


Aud the sign the Lord did giva 


him, according to verses 9 and 10. 
What was the significance of the sec- 
ond sign? This selection and sacri- 
fice of animals and birds was cm ori-! 
ental custom. It was their way of 
establishing a covenant between two 
parties. In the ceremonial the sacri- [ 
fices were placed in two rows apart j 
and the contracting parties passed j 
between the rows, and uttered ini- j 
precations upon either one or the | 
other -who should fail to keep the j 
covenant 
faithfully. 
Thus 
God; 


would say: 
Prepare the sacrificial 


animals according to the Levitical 
cultus. Lay them in order and pass 
between, offering imprecatory prayers 
upon yourself 
oaid upon me, the 


Most High, if cither of us fail to do 
our part in obtaining Canaan for 
thine inheritance. 


By this sign Abraham's heart took 


hope, and we never hear of him 
doubting greatly again. This lesson 
will be worth less or more just as we 
get out of it a great increase of con- 
fidence that what God has sau!, that 
same will He do! 


But there is yet one truth to make 


clear in our closing. The Almighty 
would not have Abraham suppose 
that nothing but plenty, progress and 
promotion awaited him in this world. 
Since that day it has been no uncom- 
mon thing for those who claim to 
love God and trust Him to think He 
should be ever and forever enriching 
and exalting them. 


GREATER GLORY AWAITED. 
Abram 
had 
enjoyed 
an 
un- 


paralleled course of prosperity, and 
yet greater glory was promised. But 
there would be another side of his 
experience; and this we have symbol- 
ized in verses 12-14. In his sleep an 
affrighting dream foretold a future of 
trial, not for him personally so much 
as for that offspring he had so much 
desired to have given him. 
It was 


all well with this rich and victorious 
servant of God, just returned from 
triumph over the five confederated 
kings. 


But says God, there is ovcrstrcng 


oppression 
with 
bitter 
suffering 


aliead. Not that all are to be sub- 
jected to the same grinding ills 
which came on Abraham's offspring 
iu Egypt for hundreds of continuous 
years. But for every true child of 
God there is a measure of world hard- 
ship which brings sickness and 
heaviness of heart. 
A multitude 


never so great may be gathered in an 
assembly, and if that old hymn be 
given out,' two lines of which run, 


Are there no foes for me to face, 
While pressing on to God? 


the response of each intelligent 
singer will be "Yes/* 


Must I be carried to the skies 
On flowery beds of case? 
No! 
As a closing thought, just see how 


clearly the truth of a future life and 
of reunion with our departed friends 
in God is here taught (verse 15). 
May we all who have studied this les- 
son together there meet and greet one 
another and be glorified in Him.

(Romans v., 1) spcnks of "being: jus- 
tified, by faith, " as in contrast to 
those who think of being: justified by 
works of their own doing.

the difference between making our- 
selves right and letting God make us 
all we need to "be. 
And the latter 


follows full affectionate trust in Him. 
Lord mike me holy! 
Offering that. 


prayer with all one's heart and mind 
and meaning results in God impart- 
ing to us His righteousness. 


Before all else. God desires our be- 


lief in Him. 
And of us He has more 


reason to expect it, because in Jesus 
He comes so clearly before us and so 
very near there is no excuse for our 
doubting. 
Abrnhcm had no Bible 


help. 
He had no Bethlehem, nor 


Calvary, nor Easter teaching. 
And 


yet he so nobly and boldly 'believed in 
God that (Kornan iv., 11) he stands 
in history as '*thc father of all them 
that believe/' What nn enviable dis- 
tinction! 
-Rather would I have such 


an honor to my credit than to bo 
known ns crowned with all the dia- 
dems of earthly dominion. 
And at 


first thought we say, Why not? 
If 


•we would be a triumphant believer 
in God. then why not just go and be 
one? 


The answer is, that such is our poor 


humanity, owing to inheritance and 
our own evil doings, that it is of nil 
things most difficult to believe iwhat 
God has said by His inspired teach- 
ers, prophets and His own Son, Jesus 
Christ. 
REAFFIRMS FORMER PROMISE. 


And of this we have an example isi 


the next view we are to take (les- 
son verses 7-11) of Abraham* When 
the Lord (verse 7) reaffirmed His 
former promise that Canaan, where 
we now find Abram, should be his for 
a possession, this head hero of all 
believers for a moment lost his 'mas- 
terful confidence in the bare promise 
(verse 8)' and asked for a sign. I 
cannot, take thy word^Lord, please 
give me a sign. Thou gave^t me a

MONEY MADE IN GARBAGE. 


A problem that has engaged the at- 


tention of the legislative bodies of 
most American cities is what to do 
with the garbage—how to get rid of 
it at the least expense to the public. 
The city of Washington so disposes 
of its garbage that a profit is got out 
of it, while most other American 
cities—being less carefully governed 
—have to pay largely for its removal, j 
There is a contract with a company 
which collects the garbage and dis- j 
poses of it. The garbage is kept sep- 
arate from ashes and other refuse. 
In iron tanks it is tnken by rail 
thirty miles down the Potomac to the 
reduction works. Here it is sorted. 
Tin cans, bottles, etc., are removed. 
The rest is placed in a close iron ves- 
sel and subjected to steam pressure, 
after which it is pumped into tanks 
and allowed to settle. Oils and fats 
rise to the 
surface and; bein£ 


skimmed off, are sold to soap makers. 
Under pressure more oil is obtained, 
to go the same way. The caked gar- 
bage .after pressure, is pulverized 
and sold for fertilizer. 
Incidental 


profits arise from the sale of the 
hides of horses and other animals 
and the manipulation of their car- 
casses along with the garbage. The 
horse hides make good russet leather. 
A good monthly profit is said to be 
realized.

raptures. We do not 


doubt then piety. Oh, no. But they 
are sitting at a feast v/hcrc the cook 
has forgotten to season 
the food. 


Everything is flat in their experi- 
ence 
and 
in 
their conversation. 


Emancipated from sin, 
and death, 


and hell, and on their way to a mag- 
nificent heaven, they act as though 
they were trudging on .toward an 
everlasting 
Botany Bay. 
Religion 


does not seem to agree with them. 
It seems to catch in the windpipe

MOKE SPICE NEEDED. 


I have to say, also, that we need 


to put more spice and enlivenment 
in our religious teaching; whether it 
be in the prayer meeting, or in the 
Sunday school, or in the church. We 
ministers need more fresh air and 
sunshine in our lungs, aud ourhearts, 
nnd our head. Do you wonder that 
the world is far from being convert- 
ed when you find so little vivacity in 
the 
pulpit and, in 
the pew? We 


want, like the Lord, to plant in our 
pennons and exhortations more lilies 
of the field. We want fewer rhetori- 
cal elaborations, and fewer sesqui- 
pedalian words; and when we tail- 
about shadows we do not want tx> 
talk about adumbration; and when 
we mean queerness we do not want 
to talk about idiosyncrasies; or if a 
stitch in the back, we do not want to 
talk 
about 
lumbago; but, in the 


plain vernacular of the great masses, 
preach that gospel which proposes to 
make all men happy, honest, vic- 
torious and free. 
In 
other words, 


we 
want more cinnamon and les* 


gristle. Let this be so in all the'dif- 
ferent departments of work to which 
the Lord calls us. 
Let us be com* 


mou-sensical. When we talk to the 
people in a vernacular they can un- 
derstand they will be very glad to 
come and receive the truth we pre* 
sent. Would to Ood that Queen 
Balkis would drive her spice*laden 
dromedaries into all our sermons and 
prayer meeting exhortations. 


More than that, we want more life 


and spice in our Christian work. The 
poor do not want 
so much to be 


groaned over as sung: to* With the 
bread, aud medicines, and garments 
you give them, let there be an ac- 
companiment of smiles and brisk 
encouragement. Do not stand 
and 


talk to them about the wretchedness 
of their abode, and the hunger of 
their looks, and the hardness of their 
lot. 
Ah! they know it better 


than you can tell them. Show them 
the bright side of the thing, if there 
be any bright side. Tell them good 
times will come. Tell them that for 
the children of God there is immortal 
rescue. Wake them up out of their 
stolidity by aai inspiring laugh, and 
while you send in help, like the 
queen of Sheba. also send 
in the 


spices. There are two ways of meet- 
ing the poor. 
One is to come into 


their house with a nose elevated in 
disgust, a$ much as to say: **I don't 
see how you live here in this neigh- 
borhood* It actually makes me sick. 
There is that bundle—take it. you 
poor, miserable wretch, and make 
the most of it.** Another way is to 
go into the abode of the poor in a 
manner which seems to say: 
"The: 


blessed Lord sent me. He was poor 
Himself. It is not more for the good 
I am going to try to do to you than 
it is for the good that you can do 
me." 
Coming in that spirit the gift 


will be as aromatic as the spike-j 
narcl on the feet of Christ, and all 
the hovels on that alley will be fra- 
grant with the spice. 


MAKE THEM SI-KCK 


We need more spice and enliven- 


mcnt in our church music. Churches 
sit discussing whether they shall 
have choirs, or precentors, or bass 
viols, or cornets; I say, take that 
which will bring out the most in- 
spiring music. 
If we had halt' as 


much sseal nnd spirit in our churches 
as we have in the songs of the Sun- 
day schools, it would not be long 
before the whole earth would quake 
with the coming of God. Why, nine- 
tenths of the people in the church 
do not sing" or they sing so feebly 
that the people at their elbows do 
not know they arc singing. People 
mouth and mumble the praises of 
God; but there is not more than one 
out of a hundred who makes a joy- 
ful noise unto the Rock of our Sal- 
vation. 
Sometimes, when the con- 


gregation forgets itself, and is all 
absorbed in the goodness of God, or 
the glories of heaven, I get an inti- 
mation of what church music will 
be a hundred years from now. when 
the coming generation shall wake up 
to its duty. 


I promise a high spiritual blessing 


to any one who will sing in church, 
and who will sing so heartily that 
the people all around cannot help 
but sing. Wake up! all the churches 
from Bangor to San Francisco, and 
across Christendom. It is not a mat- 
ter of preference; it is a matter of 
religious duty. Oh. for fifty times 
more volume of sound than has ever 
yet rolled up from our churches. Ger- 
man chorals in Gorman cathedrals 
surpass us. and vet German? has 
received nothing at the hands of God 
compared with America; and ought 
the acclaim in Germany be louder 
than that of America? 
Soft, long- 


drawn-out music, is appropriate for 
the concert; but St. John gives an 
idea of the sonorous and resonant 
congregational singing appropriate 
for the churches when, in listening 
to the temple service of heaven, nr 
says "I heard a great voice of many 
waters, and ns the voice of mighty 
thunderings. 
Hallalujah. for the 


Lord God omnipotent reigneth/* 


Join with me in a crusade, giving 


me not only your hearts, 
but the 


mighty uplifting of your voices, nnd 
I believe w« can through Christ's

when a force from the geological sur- 
vey was engaged in making a survey 
>£ Indian territory at the instance 


>f the general land office. That was 
several years ago. One of the sur- 
veying parties was at work in a sec- 
tion of the territory in which rattlers 
were 
numerous. Calculation 
was 


made by a member of the party that 
if the ratio of rattlers to the area as- 
signed to him were applied to the 


ea of the whole territory the rattler 


population of Indian territory was 
3,000 snakes to the square mile. 


This man, in the course of his work, 


sprang across a tiny stream one day, 
uid striking the 
other side of it, 


planted one foot directly upon the 
neck of a six-foot rattler. It was an 
accident, the man not having seen 
the snake, and "not having designed 
to disturb it. It was also a fortunate 
accident, so far as the man was con- 
cerned, that he landed on the neck 
of the snake.

IS A TOURISTS' MECCA 


Country Home of Shakespeare 


Where the Inhabitants Trade 
on Tame. 


••••»•••*•••• ti«t •••»••*•* 


The London Express describes a 


visit to the land of Shakespeare. 
which presents greater attractions to 
American tourists perhaps rhan any 
other section of England. You must 
get up early, says the writer, espec- 
ially if you live in the suburbs, for 
the train leaves Eustou at 9:15 a. in. 
But the day in Shakespeare's en- 
chanted country is all the better for 
being a long one, especially when it 
is in July and the sun J$ shining. 
You have time to get in tune with 
the surroundings, to absorb the at* 
mospherc of crumbling castlrs, dun* 
geons* battlements, fightiuj chivalry, 
sieges, poetry and the perverted his- 
tory that trickles from {guides, who 
can lie like American ycPov journal* 


The first step in the ntw Shakes- 


peare pilgrimage is to ge: to Huston 
fcny Wedneesday morning nnd buy a 
through ticket for 16s 7d. 
There- 


after a train takes you to KenilTvorth 
in a little over two hours and delivers 
you over to a neat conch, which will 
wheel you through fifteen miles of 
fairyland, with frequent pausen for 
medieval reminiscence and modern 
beer. 


XenLl worth cxstle survives in three 


sections; Part of it is ru'.n, warrant- 
ed genuine old British ruin, with 
crumbling walls and toweiN, am! 
damp basements that must have been 
rare breeding grounds for the beetles 
and the rheumatism of the period. 
This dates from about 1125, and is 
much affected by American visitors, 
who particularly want to be shown 
where Amy Robsart fell through the 
floor and broke her neck. 


This interesting spot, localized by 


Sir Walter Scott and the resident 
guides, is duly pointed out, with dis- 
creet avoidance of the authentic his* 
torical details that Amy Hobsart 
never fell down in XenUworth castle 
at all, was never at the castle, and 
died three years before the earl of 
Leicester came into possession of it. 
However, there is plenty of real his- 
tory hovering about the castle; Queen 
Elisabeth made a famous visit to it 
in 1575, and ati earlier English sov- 
ereign was nearly put to death in. it 
by a peculiarly unpleasant method. 
It seems to be still felt as a grievance 
by the local guide that this poor 
king, who was a prisoner at Xeailr 
worth, was taken some where else to 
be murdered. 


Talking of guides— who pervade 


Kenilworth and Warwick and Strat- 
ford very vigorously, all veneered 
with a superficial knowledge of guide 
book history, and prepared to grind 
out names and dates when A sixpence 
is put in the slot— you can have a 
guide or go without, if you have any 
real sentiment of interest in castles 
or in Shakespeare. Six-pemxyworth 
of guide books, hastily read in the 
train as you go down, will overload 
your tneutal digestion with historical 
facts, and you will then have leisure 
to loaf through your sight-seeing 
restfully. 


Kenilworth castle, as I remarked, is 


in three sections. The second section 
is the gate ho'ise, which dates from 
1570 or so, but looks younger. 
It 


might be a castellated mansion built 
last year for a South African mil- 
lionaire, so well preserved is it, nnd 
$o comfortable to look ar. 
It is 


prosaically inhabited by a tenant, 
who pays rent for it and has the tax 
collector call. iVsitors see' only the 
outside of it, but it has probably 
electric bclJs and a bathroom (hot 
and cold) and other suburban com- 
forts. The third section of the castle 
is variously distributed about the 
village- in cottages-, and 
farmyard 


fences, owing to the convenient prac- 
tice which obtained for many years 
among the local peasantry of using 
chunks of the ruin for building ma- 
terials. 


Before leaving Kenilworth it is 


worth while to cross the road to an 
ancient hostelry, where the walls of 
an upper chamber are adorned with 
weird old paintings illustrative of 
Queen Elizabeth's visit. 


Then the toil of ruin climbing gives 


place to a glorious drive of six mile<; 
to Warwick—a drive through fields 
of freshest green, through the cool 
darkness of roads overhung, with 
great trees, with glimpse:, of silver 
river and vistas of woodland rides. 
Half way to Warwick is Guy's CHffe, 
which includes a castle, a park and a 
mill. 
The castle is beautiful, the 


park pictureseque. but the mill is 
simply delicious. Ten, centuries old, 
this little mill, embowered in trees, 
with its quaint, overhanging galler- 
ies of oak. its busy little wheel 
grinding corn. 
Heaven grant .»£ 


Yankee trustmaker may take n fancy 
to it and buy it up bodily for Central 
park! 


The central fact in Warwick is t\i<s 


castle, which differs from that of 
Kenilworth in being in good repair, 
and t*..<; family residence of the earl 
of Warwick. It has all the usual fit- 
ments of castles, except that its as- 
sortment of ruins is limited. Being 
occupied and furnished, visitors have 
to be shown over it by a guide. It is 
rather A depressing process, ".&«' par- 
ticipants speaking awed whispers, 


and listening with open mouths 
while the guide tells them what to 
admire and puts allegorical values on 
the tables and chairs. He does it so 
well that it would be a shame to 
trespass on his domain by repeating 
imy of the details here. Do not fail 
to get by a little diplomacy A view of 
the 
rose garden 
which 
is 
tha 


countess' favorite retreat, and in 
really a bower of perfumed delight 
worthy of Shakespeare's county. 


It is well, while In Warwick, to 


lunch at the Woolpack, where every- 
thing is some hundreds of years old. 
including a delightful old waiter, 
who is believed to have come over 
with the Conqueror. You will have 
no difficulty in believing this after 
seeing through two castles and get- 
ting a vague idea that you are ^co- 
temporary of Guy, the King-maker, 
or of the Lady Ethclfleda, dniffhter 
of Alfred, who built the first War- 
wick castle in 915. 


And so to Stratford-on-Avon, with 


some environment of park and river 
and forest passing the ground of that 
Sir Thomas Lucy, whose deer Shake- 
speare did not kill, and finally dash- 
ing with a blare of coach-horn uid 
rattle of galloping horses to the cot- 
tage where the poet was born. 


For two hours or so you assimilate 


Shakespeare. 
Remorseless guid^ 


will drag you to the Memorial the* 
ater, to the chruch where is Shaken* 
peare's tomb, to Ann Hathaway*3 
cottage, to the curio shops, and so on. 
You may dodge them in the church- 
yard, and get a peaceful five minutes 
sitting on the wall, dangling your 
legs over the placid Avon. But it is 
difficult to (get away from Shakes- 
peare. Busts of him front you at tho 
corner of every street, ''views" stare 
at you out of every shop. Little boys 
srtop you and recite Shakespeare by 
the yard in the hope of pennies. I 
conciliated one of these tender vic- 
tims with a sixpence, nnd asked him 
his private opinion of the poet, "Wot 
do I think of 'imp" he whispered 
hoarsely, *'why, we *ates 'im worse'u 
the school board inspector/1 


There is a distinguished lady 


novelist who shares local popularity 
with the poet, and is held in high es- 
timation by the townsfolk. 
One of 


them, asked to indicate her residence, 
pointed it out with pride, and added 
the information that the lady was 
very rich and very pretty, but had 
made up her mind never to mArry. 
Why? 


"Well, it's like this, sir/' he snld. 


"You 5C<N Shakespeare—he's dead, 
and there's no one else as is quite 
suitable/* 


From Stratford one comes back '.o 


London by train, reaching Euston 
about 10:30. The jaunt is the bent 
value for money in the way of ex- 
cursions I have struck for a long- 
time. It would be an ideal trip for 
a fine summer's, day if ona could 
eliminate the castles and Shakes- 
peare. 


OABBAOE YIELDS A PROSIT. 
Washington city, it appears, $0 dte- 


poses of its garbage that a profit is 
got out of it. while most other Amer- 
ican cities have to pay largely for 
its removal. 
There is a contract 


-with a company which collect*! the 
garbage and disposes of it. 
Th$ 


garbage is kept separate from ashes 
and other refuse. 
In iron tanks it 


is taken by rail thirty miles down the 
Potomac to the reduction works. Herfl 
it is sorted. 
Tin cans, bottles, etc., 


are removed. 
The rest is placed in 


a clo?o iron vessel aud subjected to 
rteam pressure, after 
which it is 


pumped into tanks aud allowed to 
settle. 
Oils and fat rise to tho sur- 


f tec, and. being skimmed off, are sold 
to soapmakers. Under pressure ouorc 
oil is obtained, to go the same way. 
The caked garbage, after pressure, is 
pulverized aud sold for fertilizer. In- 
cidental profits arise from the sale of 
the hides of horses and other animal* 
and the manipulation of the carcasses 
along with the garbage. 
The liorsc 


hides make good russet leather. 
A 


good monthly profit is said to be re- 
alized.'

Tit" Chinese, who have done so many 
quaint and clever things, recognized 
tho diMieuMy thousands of years nj;o 
and ti:ven;cd a very ingenious way of 
making the host of things. 


They manufactured a number of 


wovls ami sentences that meant abso- 
lutely nothing, mere sound without 
sense. \Vhfn a Chinaman m the course 
of conversation comes to a. word that 
ho lias on the tip of his tongue, but can- 
not speak, he just makes use of the 
meaningless phra.Ms invented for that 
purpose until ho iccalls the word he 
wants antl goes on with the conversa- 
tion. 


The trick, for trick It Is. is much In 


use In public speaking and certainly is 
an Improvement on the "cr—or—ors," 
foughlnjs'* and throat clearings that so 
plentifully besprinkle our own after 
dinner orations. The speaker preserves 
h's dignity and gives himself time for 


Very often the greater the desire to 


speak tho missing word the gieater the 
difficulty or sheer impossibility. The 
ii'an in the Arabian story could not re- 
member the words "Open sesame." al- 
though ho was in danger of bis life. 
There are ninny cases on record of so!- 
diers. even otlieers. forgetting the pass- 
word and being shot down by their 
own sentries.

A man may sometimes be tor'urod 


and yet he i:nab!i» to speak the word he 
most desires to utter. Spies have been 
captured and have :rone to their de:Uh 
in silence not because they have not 
boon eager to betray their comrades 
bnt because under the Mress and ex- 
citement of the situation they have to- 
tally forgotten the information they 
would convey. A celebrated case of this j 
kind was made the subject of a piny 
produced lit London Mime years ago. 
called "A Question of Memory." 


Xo doubt every reader will be able to 


recall instances iu which he has suf- 
fered from this "word forgetfnlness." 
One can often remember the initial let- 
ter of the word, but not the word itself. 
It is still on tho tip of the tongue, even 
after one has given up the struggle to 
recollect it, 


Actors sometimes forget :i word or 


two In iholr-parts that no effort of their 
own can give back to them at tho mo- 
ment. Hut tho wings reached and the 
strain removed they are again Imme-1 
dlatcly word perfect and at a loss to 
explain their forget fulness. 
A whole i 


part Is sometimes forgot ton. This usu-1 
ally happens after n very long run. 
During the run of "Tho Second airs. 
Tanqueray" Mrs. Patrick Campbell one 
night found herself on the stage as in- 
nocent, of any knowledge of her part as 
any member of the audience. She made 
desperate efforts to "lind herself/* but 
it was no good. That performance sue 
had to read the part through from be- 
ginning to end. 


Names of people are (lie words that 


slip our memories most frequently. We 
see a face we know, and yot we cannot 
fit a name to it. We are shaken by the 
hand or stopped on the back, and all 
the while we arc hard at work trying 
to think of the name cf the person who 
Is doing iu Kings are credited with 
royal memories, and It is rare to find a 
sovereign who has not a wonderful 
memory for faces. Hut he usually has 
some one at his elbow who can jog his 
memory for names, 


H is not always safe to fish for a 


name wanted. When Kllen Terry am] 
Henry Irving were in America one 
year, they met n gentleman who. they 
knew, had reason to expect that they 
could remember his name. But this 
they failed to do. So Miss Terry ap- 
proached him and said: "Sir Henry and 
1 cannot agree as to tho exact spelling 
of your name. Will you please put us 
right?" "Certainly/'was the reply. "It 
is J»o*n-c*$!" 


Aphasia Is divided by those wbo have 


studied the subject into "word blind- 
ness" and "word deafness/' A man 
who Is "word blind" may be able lo 
pronounce the name of letters, but can- 
not understand the meanings of the 
words they form. A man who is "word 
deaf" can understand ordinary sounds 
nud music, but cannot understand spo* 
ken words. Ills speech is ofteu lucre 
senseless jargon. 


Hut the passing forgctfuluess of a 


word has little to do with these more 
serious forms of tho complaint* We 
swallow words under the induence of 
excitement or more often of fatigue. 
People getting better from a serious 111* 
ness are tormented by the loss of com- 
mou words. This Is particularly the 
case nfter Influenza, One of our lead- 
Ing statesmen after an attack of this 
malady suddenly lost the thread of his 
speech in the midst of a public dis- 
course. 


"Word forgctfulness" Is. however, 


mainly the result of careless observa- 
tion or of want of training. What we 
never know well we very easily forget. 
An experienced police detective never 
forgets a face or name.—Pearson*B.

It 
was standing before the anirror in 
this room that Mrs. Richey left her 
daughter arranging Iher hair when

the fact of her ill health, she has al- 
ways seemed cheerful and happy. 
Tor some time it has been feared she 
was upon the verge of nervous pros- 
tration, but the family hoped that in 
following the physician's advice to 
seek rest and a change of scene her 
health would be entirely restored.

Miss Richey was 30 years of age. 


has lived in Fort Wayne all her life 
and had a very wide circle of friends* 
She was a young lady of culture and 
refinement, an entertaining conversa- 
tionalist and very competent in her 
work as a bookkeeper. 


Her father died many years ago 


and the surviving relatives include 
the mother, Mrs. Sarah E, Richey, 
and two -brothers and. two sisters. 
These are Amos Richey, bookkeeper 
at the Old National bank; Kelson 
Richey, employed at the

works; Mrs. A. L. Hadley and Miss 
Bird Richey, of the Mergentheim 
store, who accompanied her sister to 
Chicago yesterday.

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PRESIDENT GOMPERS PLEDGES HELP OF THE AMERICAN 


FEDERATION TO THE STEEL STRIKERS. 


Pittsburg, Pa.. Aug. 10.—President Samuel Gompers. of the American 


Federation of Labor, gave out the f >llowing statement last night before 
leaving1 for Washington: 


*4Since the arrival of Secretary Mor- 


rison, of the American Federation of 
Labor, and myself we have "been in 
almost continual conference with the 
advisory board of the Amalgamated 
Assoeation of Iron, Steel and 
Tin 


Workers. 
We made a thorough in* 


vestigntion of the present strike* of 
ts members, formerly in the employ 
of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion and its constituent 
branches; 


the causes which led to the strike; 
the present situation, of the country, 
and we unhesitatingly 
declare our 


judgment-that the position of the 
Amalgamated association 
is abso- 


lutely justified and 'essential to its 
continuance and effectiveness as 
a 


union of the workers in the trade, 
as well as the protection of the rights 
and interest of its members. 


"It is true that the Amalgamated 


association in the first conferences 


iiAMUEL OOMPZR3. 


asked that the United States Steel 
company sign 
wages for all 


the union 
the mills 


scale 
of 


operated, 


owned and controlled by that com- 
pany, but it is also true that the re- 
quest was withdrawn and one sub- 
stituted so that the

which the members of the Amalga- 
mated association are employed. 


"This the United States Steel com* 


pany refused to concede, 
insisting 


that the scale should apply only to 
those mills which were union last 
year, even, refusing 
to allow two 


mills to be included 
which, by a 


species of hectoring and systematic 
opposition of the company, had be- 
come non-union during the year. 


"Even the first' demand 
for the 


scale to be applied generally through- 


j out the jurisdiction of the company 
was commendable for the obvious rea- 
son that an employer 
should 
be 


willing to pay a uniform wage to 
men who perform like work, but,

realizing that a demand for those 
whom it did not fully represent, the 
Amalgamated association modified its 
demand to the extent already stated. 


<*It appears tht the compny took 


the position it did with an avowal 
that it would not allow the extension 
of the union to non-unionists. 
Such 


a position and avowal 
are tanta- 


mount to declaring that, 
notwith- 


standing the growth of the craft, the 
organization had reached a. status 
beyond which it could not extend, 


"Now. anyone at all familiar with 


industrial development and economic 
organization is equally aware that 
status is never possible. 
Organized 


labor advances 
or recedes, 
never 


stands still. 
It therefore 
follows 


that if the 
trust, with 
its great 


wealth, can prevent the 
extension 


and growth of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation it encompasses its disinte- 
gration and destruction. 
The only 


power, then, standing between the 
trust and workers as a protector are 
the tender mercies of its directors. 
Against such a calamity the sense of 
justice and humanity revolts and 
against which we solemnly protest. 


"We will aid union labor in this 


conflict to the 
full extent 
of our 


power, both morally and financially; 
we shall aid in every lawful way the 
men on strike or who may come out 
on strike to maintain the workers 
In their rght to organize and the ex- 
tension of their organization, so that 
the only power which stands for their 
protection and advancement against 
the avarice 
of concentrated wealth 


may be perfected and peipetuated. 
When the overweening rich combine 
for avarice, power and tyranny is it 
not the duty of the workers to unite 
for home, 
justice, right and hu- 


manity? 


"If the trust should succeed in its 


purpose to crush the Amalgamated 
association 
the victory 
would be 


dearly bought. 


"The fight of the brave Boers may 


end in their undoing, but the spirit 
of justice, the love of freedom and 
right suddenly looms up in another 
part of our world. These principles 
find lodgment in the hearts of other 


men, 
who will carry on the 
battle 


until they are enthroned in the con- 
science 
and every day life of all 


peoples; so with the Amalgamated 
association, an oganizotion may be 
defeated in. a contest, but it will not 
be conquered. 


"The Amalgamated association will 


not be crushed; she will not be con- 
quered; she must not 
even be de- 


feated/*

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ARCHBISHOP IRELAND OH THE ETHICS OF STRIKERS FOR 


REDRESS OF LABOR'S TROUBLES. 


New York, Aug. 10.~-Archbtehop Ireland passed through New York, 


returning; home from the Catholic abstinence 
convention at Hartford. 


To the representative of the Associated Press he said the report in some 
New York papers to the effect that ho had been invited to make efforts 
tending toward the settlement of the strike, or that he had himself the 
intention of putting himself forward in this connection, was utterly 
unwarranted and without foundation. Being urged to express an opinion 
upon the present strike and strikes in general, he said: 


"In common with all citizens, I ' t r y proclaims it; the prosperity of 


to employes entering 


cannot but deeply deplore occurrences 
of this nature. 
A strike is Always 


a thing most regrettable and only 
under most extraordinary circum- 
stances may it be countenanced. A 
strike not only inflicts some serious 
injury upon parties immediately con- j 
cerned in it, whether employers orj 
employes, but it disturbs the 'busi- 
ness of the country, interrupts public 
prosperity, opens the way to bitter- 
ness of feeling between classes and 
endangers social peace. 


EFFECTS OF A STRIKE. 


"The effects 
of a strike 
weigh 


especially upon the workmen who 
through it are out of employment, 
and upon their families. Employers, 
far tetter than employes, can bear 
the burdens resulting from a strike. 
Employers suffer financial losses, but 
to them such losses are comparative- 
ly small and are 
part of their ex* 


pected revenues, while the 
losses 


brought to employes take from these 
all that they have and open before 
them the,door to suffering that will 
be long lasting, if not to starvation 
itself, 


"Of course, 


willingly into a strike, the matter is 
one that is their personal concern, 
and others have but to concede to 
them their legal right to act in such 
matters as they -will. Men are the 
masters of their hands and of their 
labor; the liberty is theirs to work 
or not to work, provided they under- 
stand the consequences that follow, 
and Are satisfied to accept and endure 
such consequences. Not only, 
in- 


deed, is this liberty at all times 
theirs, 
but we must 
furthermore 


grant that occasions may arise and 
do arise when a strike, however seri- 
ous the consequences for the work- 


man, 
is a means and at times, per- 


haps, the sole means, through which 
rights appertaining 
to tliem, and 


which are of vital importance to their 
ultimate welfare, can be secured. 


*When, even under this aspect of 


things, strikes may be allowed or 
even commended, is a question to be 
determined by close examination of 
the circumstances of each-particular 
strike. I am laying dowh general 
principles of ethics—not deciding the 
merits of any particular ease. 
But 


while the right to enter upon a strike 
is and must be conceded as a right 
belonging to the personal freedom of 
workingmen, this much must ever 
be demanded—and in the name of the 
same principle of personal freedom 
under which men act who refuse to 
work-r-that they who cease to wovk 
must in no way interfere with the 
liberty of others whfo may wish to 
work. The personal freedom of the 
'individual citizen is the most sacred 
and precious inheritance of Ameri- 
cans. The constitution and the laws 
authorise it, the spirit of the coun- 


the people, the very life of the nation, 
require it. 
Whatever the other in- 


terests at stake, that 
01* personal 


freedom of the individual outranks 
them nil. and this must be sustained 
even if those are to be sacrificed. 


COKE OF AMERICANISM. 


"Neither state nor fellow 
citizen 


may interfere with my personal lib- 
erty. This is the very core of Amer- 
icanism. This is the teaching, posi- 
tive 
and clear, 
of national 
and 


of Christian ethics. It is not for me 
to dispute the benefits that may be 
believed to accrue to the workingman 
from labor unions; nor am I prepared 
to say from the information 
that 


comes to me through papers that in 
the present strike unions pretend to 
shorten personal 
freedom 
of men 


that don't join their ranks. But this 
must be very emphatically asserted 
and maintained as an inviolable prin- 
ciple, 
that, 
however much labor 


unions may have reason 
to widen 


their muster roll, and however much 
they have the legal and moral right 
to do this through pacific and per- 
suasive methods, they must not at- 
tempt to wrest 
from men outside 


their ranks the light to work or to 
seek to coerce them into inactivity by 
illegal or unjust attacks upon their 
civil and moral freedom. 


"Equity and law are superior :o the 


personal welfare of an individual or 
of aggregations of individuls. 
and 


equity and law demand that the per- 
sonal freedom of the citizen, whoever 
he is, be made sacred and secure. So 
long as this freedom is respected the 
questions evoked in the present strike 
may be left, in my opinion, to the 


men, 
employers or employes, who are 


directly concerned in it. 
although, 


meanwhile, all citizens have many 
reasons 
to hope and to pray that 


brotherly love and calm counsel will 
prevail both among employers 
and 


employes and that peace will soon 
again reign in the land."

From 187& to 1878 he was local and 
general agent of the company at In- 
dianapolis. 
In January, 1878, Hr. 


Knight 
came to the Wabash 
as 


assistant general freight agent, and 
in January. 1883, he was appointed 
general freight agent. The company 
was then known as the Wabash 
Western. 
When the comi'^y was 


reorganized as the Wabash Kr. 
Knight was promoted to freight traf- 
fic manager, and he has h^ld that po- 
sition ever since. 
Por a time Kr. 


Xniffht transferred his headquarters 
to New York city, in order to repve* 
sent the Wabash -at the joint traffic 
board of managers, known as the 
'immaculate nine/ but wher. the as- 
sociation was dissolved he returned 
to St. Louis. 


"Wells H. Blodgett was bom in 


1839 at Downer's Grove, 111., and he 
was educated at the Illinois institute 
at Wheaton. 
He entered railway 


service in 1873 as assistant attorney 
of the St. Louis. Kansas City and 
Northern. 
In the following year he 


was appointed general attorney for 
that line, holding the position for 
five y~r»!F. 
In 1879 ai was made 


generrl solicitor of tho Wabash, St. 
Louis and Pacific. 
In 1884 he was 


selected as general counsel for the 
receivers of the Wabash, and in 1889. 
upon the reorganization of the Wa- 
bash company, he was elected gen- 
eral solicitor. 
He served through 


the war in the volunteer service and 
was mustered out in July. 1865. as 
colonel of the Forty-eighth regiment 
of 
Missouri 
volunteers.

"The compulsion of the law is that 


if one party desires to arbitrate, in- 
stead of lighting, the other party 
must not fight, but arbitrate instead 
The moment either side with a griev- 
ance, or any apprehension of a strike 
or lock-out summons the other before 
the board or court, it becomes an of- 
fense punishable with a fine of $50 
for a workman to stop work and a fine 
of $2,500 for a manufacturer to shut 
down. 


"Both must keep on until a final 


decision is rendered. There must be 
no strike or lock-out beforehand to 
forestall the intervention of the 
board. This guards ag-ainst the prob- 
ability that a workman might be dis- 
charged, or that an employer might 
be left by his men. Employers can 
summon their workmen only as mem- 
bers of a trade union, but any seveu 
of the employes may form a trade 
union, of thoir own. The workmen 
can so summon individual employers, 
also associations of such. Workmen 
before leaving unions must give three 
months' notice of their intention to 
do so.

STEIKES AKE IMPOSSIBLE. 
"We Americans are disgraced 'oo- 


fore the eyes of the civilized wori.l 
by the sacrifice of life, the waiuou, 
destruction of property, the insults 
to womanhood^ and the vicious ap- 
peal to mob rule, apparent in the 
labor riots at New York, Biooklyn, 
Albany, Buffalo, Homestead, Cleve- 
land, Chicago and St. Louis. 
Under 


the New Zealand law such a record 
would have been impossible, for in 
the live years and more since its 
adoption strikes nnd lockouts have 
been unkn'own in New Zealand. 


"The interests of capital and labor 


are identical; nothing* can harm the 
one without bringing distress to the 
other, and whatever tends to the per- 
manent 
advancement of the one, 


along all right lines, must and wih 
of necessity build up and strengthen 
the interests of the other. 


*-A member of the 
New York 


state assembly has the honor of in- 
itiating a forward movement by in- 
troducing a bill ait the last session 
embodying' the features of the New 
Zealand law. It is se*lf -evident that 
the frtate which first adopts such a 
law -will secure complete immunity 
from strikes and lockouts. 
Conse- 


uqently employers may safely make 
contracts covering' a period of three 
years, and employes 
may do the 


same, and the immediate result will 
be such an increase in 'building and 
manufacturing actibity that the peo- 
ple of other and competitive states 
will clamor for similar beneficent 
legislation. 


HOW THE LAW IS APPLIED. 
"The New Zealand law does not 


interfere with the right of labor and 
capital to settle disputes by private 
arbitration, if they wish to do so. 
On the contraiy, it supplies terms 
for proceduro in such cases and pro- 
vides for the enforcement of the 
awards, if the parties agree in ad- 
vance that this shall be done. There 
are two kinds of tribunals— boards 
of conciliation and a court of arbi- 
tration—and in both the employers 
and workmen are equally represented 
by th*. men of their choice. 


"There is a board of conciliation in 


every industrial district, and the 
country is divided into as many dis- 
tricts as the governor general deems 
advisable. There is but one court of 
arbitration for the whole country. 
The boards of conciliation have four 
to six members, and are chosen every 


given. A board is required to render 
its decision within two months, and 
the court within one month from the 
beginning of the investigation. The 
boards can make decisions, but they 
are not mandatory; either party may 
appeal to the court, whose decision is 
final *in such manner as it finds to 
stand with equity and 
good con- 


science/ 


"If employers refuse to elect repre- 


sentatives to the board the state ap- 
points them, and any seven employes 
may f-orm a union and compel the at- 
tendance of both employer and em- 
ployes. In practical operation, about 
one-third of the cases are settled by 
the lower boards, but a large majority 
of their decisions are confirmed by the 
court. 
"**The^answer of New^Zealand fcTin- 
intractable minorities, either of trade 
unions or of employers, was that this 
was the only ethical and economicaJ 
way to settle otherwise irreconeiiabl- 
disputes. The overwhelming major- 
ity of the whole people wanted it, the 
public welfare and public morality 
agreed in •demanding1 it, and thus it 
came to pass. 


''As a direct result of her compul- 


sory arbitration law New Zealand ir 
more prosperous than ever before, an?, 
is one of the foremost colonies in the 
industrial world. One benefit of this 
law is that the hearing of ench case- 
publicly before the court enables the 
public to form an intelligent opinion 
of each casO upon its merits.^

"Railways in Spain are the most 


villainously bad in the whole world,** 
said General Moscosco, a widely trav- 
eled and highly educated native of 
Santo Domingo, to a writer in the 
Washington Post. 
*'Tl^e Spaniards 


refused to permit the building of any 
railways until twenty years ago, 
after France and the other European 
countries had taken up the new meth- 
od of transportation, because another 
invasion by France was feared. When 
Spain finally concluded to^permit the 
building of railways it decided that 
they should not be of the same guage 
ns those of France, thinking that this 
would prevent the use of the roads 
for the transportation of troops and 
supplies from one country into the 
other. 


"Today there is but one standard 


guage road in Spain—that from Mad- 
rid to -Barcelona. This being between 
inland points 
offers none of the 


strategic opportunities to France 
which Spain, fears. 
This is the only 


good road in Spain, and it is a single 
track. 
The trains reach a speed of 


forty-five miles AH hour, but on the 
other roadc twenty-five miles is the 
limit, and the average is twelve. 
They will stop anywhere for anyone 
who will stand on the track and wave 
his hand.

Paris and Bordeaux daily for Madrid. 
They are fitted with every luxury, 
and the interior of the cars has the 
indescribable charm of comfort and 
decoration the French alone can give 
The next morning, however, you are 
awakened before daylight and com- 
pelled to move into the Spanish cars 
on the narrow guage.

I have an island of iny own, 


bought of the Indians." 


The Gardiners still own the island 


and it will some day be very valua- 
ble. The present Gardiner and head 
of the house lives in Madison ave- 
nue in Manhattan. 
The Gardiners 


were known as lords of the manor 
until the 
revolutionary 
war set 


aside all titles in 'this country. 


The Gardiners did extensive farm- 


ing and cattle-raising on the island 
in the old days. They soon discov* 
ered that they could reach the mar- 
ket place of New York quicker by 
ferrying to Long Island and thence 
to New York. Returning, the trav- 
elers would build a fire at a point on 
the narrowest portion of the channel 
dividing Long Island from Gardi- 
ner's Island to signal that they were 
back. Hence the place became known 
as Fire Place. So when a house was 
built at the point where the signal 
light was burned, early in the eight- 
eenth century, it was described as 
being at Fire Place. When a seconti 
went up a few years 'afterwards it 
was still known as Fire Place. Soon 
the name was officially inscribed on 
the records of Suffolk county and 
put down on the county map as a vil- 
lage. It has its board of trustees, 
comprised of three members, and 
gets its law from the town of SouMi- 
old. 


A curious thing about Fire Place 


is that the ancient custom of build- 
ing a fire is still kept up. Sheep arc 
pastured on Gardiner's Island, and 
when the shepherds and herders re- 
turn from their trips to the city the 
fire is 
lighted 
in the exact spot 


where it burned centuries ago. The 
place is heaped 'high with ashes and 
cords of chestnut and oak are always 
about for the building of fires. 


that it has no fixed time to bloom.

When in a closed condition the 
occasional flower is in color ant1 in 
form something lik^ a mature and 
dried poppyhead cut with its s;em 
to it. Submerged in a bowl of water 
for a few minutes and then taken oul 
and placed by its stem in an empty 
boittle, the outer petals begin, after 
several minutes, to open out. This 
process is slow but distinctly notice- 


le. 
The petals continue to rise 


and to expand until they gradually 
recede. When this auction is com- 
plete it resembles in appearance the 
starry sunflower, but as regards the 
shape only. 


The occasional flower remains thus 


open, for about two hours, during 
which time, the state of humidity 
lessening by degrees, the fibers begin 
to shrink and the petals close up 
gradually in the same way as tbey 
opened, until the flower resumes its 
former position; but by the same 
simple process it can be made to 
unfold and to close up again and 
again ad lib. It is also asserted that,

decays nor degenerates in its effecc 
of radiance and splendor.

HOW THEY LOOK TO ENGLISH, 


CHURCH RUNS A WOODYABD. 


A man out of work, without money 


and without food for his family, ap- 
plied not long since to Rev. George S. 
Anderson, pastor of the Highland 
Avenue Congregational church, of 
Somerville, Mass., says a Boston cor* 
respondent. 
His case touched the 


clergyman's, 
heart. 
Investigation 


proved the man's tale of woe to be 
true. 
Then he conceived the idea 


of establishing a woodyard on a small 
scale. 
Several cords of wood were 


purchased and piled up in the big 
basement of the church, 
Men out of 


work and seeking employment were 
invited to come 
to the chopping 


block. 
The plan proved a success, 


For every foot of scantling sawed the 
imn with the saw received 20 cents. 
Two feet, or a quarter of a cord, 
sawed and split, making five sugar 
barrels full, netted the worker 90 
cents. 
This was considered a fair 


day's work. 
Four of these barrels 


of kindling are sold for $1. Members 
of the church buy them. This pays 
the first cost of the scantlings and 
the labor besides. No profit is made. 
The benefit of the deal goes to the 
man who works. 


Lying in a heap of debris in the 


back yard of Charles Bolthouse at 
Forrysburg, Mich., is all that is left 
of 
the 
old 
sloop Porcupine of 


Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry's 
famous fleet—one of the little gun 
vessels of one gun which sailed into 
close action with the British squad- 
ron, at the battle of Lake Erig and 
won the battle after the heavy Law- 
rence had been riddled and sunk. 


After several years as a diminutive 


man-of-war on the lakes, sixty years 
as a lake trader, and a few months 
as a fisherman's boat, and twenty- 
four years as a sunken wreck in 
Spring Lake, the sloop now is fall- 
ing to pieces in the yard of the man 
who rescued it from its grave in the 
sand and water. The stern post has 
heon taken from the debris and will 
come into life again as a part of the 
porch of a Michigan physician's sum- 
mer home. 


Aftre the war the Porcupine was 


purchosed from the government by 
the Rev. Mr. Ferry, a missionary to 
the Indians, who was 
located at 


Grand Haven, Mich. The vessel was 
used in merchant trade, sailing the 
lakes with salt in its hold and lum- 
ber on its decks. After sixty years 
of good service 
it became unsea- 


worthy, was abandoned by trntfe, 
and then taken up by lake fishermen, 
but proved of little value to them. 
After a few short voyages1 she was 
sailed from Lake Michigan up Grand 
river 
to Spring 
lake and 
there 


beached. Here it lay for twenty-four 
long years with the merciless waves 
dashing over It* 
Several attempt 


were made to raise it from its watsry 
grave but no one was successful until 
Mr. Bolthouse became interested. He, 
with the aid of a large capstan and 
two sets of blocks, lifted it from the 
water. He had secured the whole 
bottom and the sides as far up as the 
deck, the ribs being intact It was 
filled with sand and the great weight 
made it almost imposible to move it. 
but it was hauled a couple of blocks 
and finally placed in the back yard 
of its rescuer covering sixty-five feet 
of ground. 


When taken from the ground its 


timbers, in which British bullets are 
still embedded, were perfectly souna, 
but the rays from the sun soon began 
to rot the wood, and what is left now 
is fast decaying and mingling with 
mother earth. 


The brave little sloop was strong 


with its one gun in the battle of 
Lake Erie and its end is coming on 
the shore of a peaceful lake, which 
is a summer resort of Michigan peo- 
ple. 


Its structure from the water side 


was first a. planking of southern 
pitch pine, then a layer of tar paper, 
and then huge blue oak beams put 
together by hand made clamps and 
spikes. 
The most interesting part 


of the wreck is what is left of the 
keel, the oak planks being in a fair 
state of preservation. Three feet of 
the stern post, with the iron rudder 
shoe is also in fine condition. This 
part of the'little warrior has just 
been purchased by a Michigan sur- 
geon, who has his summer home on 
Spring lake. The relic is placed on 
one of the porches fastened to the 
side of the cottage by one of its own 
wrought iron bolts. 


The sloop, which has reached this 


quiet end, was one of the finest which 
Commodore Perry, -then a lieutenam, 
had built at Presque Isle to meet the 
British on the lakes. When the lieu- 
tenant to whom was given this gi- 
gantic xask was sent to Lake Erie 
he found himself the commander of 
a fleet which did not exist 
The 


trees which formed the beams of 
his vessels still were growing on the 
shores of the lake. He had neither 
men-of-war, 
men-of-warsmen, 
or 


guns. He had energy, however, nnd 
that was enough. 


The Porcupine was one of the ves- 


sels thus rapidly constructed. It was 
destined to be one of the small mem- 
"bers of the fleet which met the enemy 
and took them captive. One gun was 
its ar:uament 
Two large brigs to 


mount twenty guns each were laid 
down at Presque Isle, and the small 
gun vessels were quickly completed. 


What the Porcupine, with its larg- 


er and smaller sisters had to do i* 
best described by what they did do 
after they had defeated the British 
under Captain Barclay. The Porcu- 
pine had to help in driving the Brit 
ish out of- Detroit. It conveyed a 
part.of the American troops to land-

ing in upper Canada. These troops 
won the battle of the Moravian towns 
on October 5, 1813, which placed the 
upper part of the province in the 
hands of the Americans. Upon this 
little vessel and the other boats of 
the fleet depended the American su- 
premacy on the lakes. 


Under Perry's energetic manage- 


ment two large brigs, the Porcupine, 
and several other small gun vessels 
soon were launched. The spring of 
1813 was passed in securing guns, 
shot, and other supplies and a draft 


gust he had his fleet and 300 men, 
had been raised to the rank of cap- 
ain and less than five months had 
been sufficient to convert the trees 
which were growing on the lake 
shore into armed vessels. 


When the little Porcupine set out 


to receive its baptism it was in the 
company of the following boats: 


Lawrence, 20 guns, Captain Perry 


commanding; Niagara, 20 guns, Cap- 
tain Elliott commanding; Caledonia, 
3 guns, Mr. McGrah commanding; 
Ariel, 1 guns, 
Lieutenant Pnckett 


commanding; Trippe, 1 guu, Lieuiooi- 
ant Smith commanding; Tigress, 1 
gun. Lieutenant Conklin command- 
ing; Ohio, 1 gun, Mr. Dobbins com- 
manding. 


The fleet was lying at Put-in-Bay 


on the morning 
of 
September 10 


when the lookout at the masthead of 
the Lawrence discovered the enemy 
coining from the northwest. 
The 


signal was at once given for all ves- 
sels to get under way. .At the out- 
set the American vessels were con- 
fronted with a problem which threat- 
ened for a time to leave them at a 
serious disadvantage. -The peculiar 
armament of Perry's ships made it 
necessary for them to obtain the 
weather guage of the enemy, and no 
way of doing this was apparent but 
by beating around some small islands 
that lay in the way. Perry thought 
he did not have time for this maueu- 
vre and was about to give the order 
to pass to the leeward of the British 
vessels, when the wind shifted from 
southwest to southeast and enabled 
the American vessels to pass in the 
desired direction to gain the wind. 


In a gallant array the English ves- 


sels came down, for the attack* The 
line was formed with the Chippeway 
in the van, then came the Detroit, 
Captain Barclay's vessel; then in the 
order named* were Hunter, Queen 
Charlotte, Lady Prevost, and Little 
Belt. 
In armament the American; 


fleet has been conceded the superior- 
ity by many historical writers, but 
to be effective its guns required a 
short range. In fighting where the 
cannonades of the little vessels cou!d 
fill the enemy with «n^p? ^.ntf canis- 
ter was the plan mapped <u:t for the 
Porcupine and its small sisters. 


As the two fleets drew near to each 


other there was a decided difference 
in their appearance, 
and the com- 


parison was not in favor of Perry's 
boats. The British line was perfect. 
The American was 
ragged. 
The 


twenty^gun brigs were leading and 
the Porcupine had a position astern. 


Captain Barclay 
had planned to 


win his battle by blowing the . 
can flagship out of the wat^ j the 
outset He had been e^-V jr this 
contest with • the 
American "fresh 


water sailors" and volunteer rifle- 
men. He succeeded in carrying out 
the first part of his plan. The united 
attacks of the three vessels almost 
dismantled the American brig, be- 
sides causing great slaughter on 
board it. 


After two hours and a half of this 


contest the wind freshened and UK 
two squadrons drew slowly ahead. 
The Lawrence fell astern and partly 
out of the contest. While this un- 
equal battle between the Lawrence 
and its three opponents had been 
taking- place the Porcupine and the 
smaller ships had been unable to get 
into the thick of the battle. Sweeps 
were put out and every breath of 
wind was utilized to the utmost. By 
dint of these expcdiens they drew 
into range and gradually closed. As 
they did so Captain Perry found him* 
self in a disabled and useless ship, .-

At the strike headquarters in 
the BIssell block the newspaper re- 
porters and correspondents outnum- 
ber the representatives of labor, and 
the Carnegie building, from which 
the steel interests are being- directed, 
was qui&ter than on an. ordinary bus- 
iness day. 


TALK OF SETTLEMENT.

rison line, visited the Mechanician 
early today and a report of the d 
age done- was submitted to him. He 
said three large plates on the star- 
board side of the ship had been stove 
in and that sixteen ribs had been 
broken off or knocked completely 
from their places. As tho ship -was 
making considerable water it was 
decided to shift the ballast so as to 
lift the damaged section out of* the 
water.

FOR ATTACK ON W. E. CHANDLER 


Washington, Aug. 10.—The navy 


department has acted upon the com- 
plaint made by Hon. William E. 
Chandler against Bear Admiral Rob- 
le.y 0. Evans. 
It has reprimanded 


the admiral and the following letter 
•has been addressed to him 


"Navy Department, Washington, 


D. C-, Aug. 9, 1901.—Sir: The Hon- 
orable William E. Chandler, president 
of the Spanish treaty claims commis- 
sion, lately a senator of the "United 
States and formerly secretary of the 
navy, has complained to tho depart- 
ment, as you are aware, of certain 
strictures upon himself in you book, 
entitled, 'A Sailor's Log.' 


"The strictures in question, are In 


the nature of aspersions upon the of- 
ficial conduct of the then (1884) sec- 
retary of the navy. 


"The text of your book, it is not 


neccessary -here to recite; nor is it 
needful to ask of ycu an explanation 
why you felt yourself justified in 
publishing what you have. It Is ob- 
vious to any reader that you apeak of- 
fensively of Secretary Chandler's ac- 
tion; that you Impugn his motive? 
*nd otherwise traduce 'him in respect 


to orders giveu you by the secretary 
in the discharge of the duties of his 
office. 


"You are in Conned tJhat this delib- 


irate publication of yours has justi- 
fied the displeasure of the depart- 
ment. For an officer thus ta attack a 
former head of the navy department 
because of orders given to him by 
that official is to abandon the cour- 
tesy that should always characterize 
an officer of the navy. If tolerated, 
it would unquestionably prove sub- 
versive of discipline. It would tend 
to bring the office itself into disre- 
pute. The act is tho more reprehensi- 
ble, in this instance, because of your 
long experience in the service. 


"It has become my duty, therefore, 


to censure yon for this breach of thf- 
obligation imposed upon you as n 
commissioned officer of the navy of 
the United States, which I according- 
ly do.

and Takes $130,000 From the Water 


—Did the Job Alone.

Winters finally weakened and told

would take him to the spot where It 
was hidden.

of detectives, left on. a tug last night 
for Crockett.

night for low tide. 
"Winters pointed 


out the place at the end of the rail- 
road wharf, behind the coal bunkers, 
at fcho head of the vallejo ferry ulip. 
At that point at low tide the mud ia 
about four feet fact, covered by a. foot 
of water. 


When the -tug first reached Crockett 


Winters pointed out the spot in the 
water where, he said he had thrown

PRESIDENT GOMPERS PLEDGES HELP OF THE AMERICAN 


FEDERATION TO T.HE STEEL STRIKERS, 


Pittsburgh Pa., Aug-. 10.—President Samuel Gompers, of the American 


Federation of Labor, gnve out the fallowing statement last night before 
leaving- for Washington: 


"Since the arrival of Secretary Mor- 


rison, of the American Federation of 
Labor, and myself we have "been, in 
almost continual conference with the 
advisory board of the Amalgamated 
Assoeation of Iron, Steel and 
Tin 


Workers. 
We made a thorough in- 


vestigation of the present strike, of 
ts members, fonnerly in the employ 
of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion and its constituent 
branches; 


the causes which led to the strike; 
the present situation, of the country, 
and we unhesitatingly 
declare our 


judgment- that the position of the 
Amalgamated association, 
is abso- 


lutely justified and 'essential to its 
continuance and effectiveness as 
a 


union of the workers in the trade, 
as -.veil as the protection of the rights 
and interest of its members. 


"It is true that the Amalgamated 


association'in the first conferences 


realizing- that a demand for those 
whom it did not fully represent, the 
Amalgamated association modified its 
demand to the extent already stated 


"It appears tht the compny took 


the position it did with an avowal 
that it would not allow the extension 
of the union to non-unionists.

a position and avowal

ness of feeling- between classes and 
endangers social pence. 


EFFECTS OF A STRIKE. 


"The effects 
of a strike

through it are out of employment, 
and upon their families. 
Employers, 


f.ir better than employes, can bear 
the burdens resulting from n strike. 
Employers suffer financial losses, but 
to them such losses are comparative- 
ly small and are 
part of their ex- 


pected revenues, 
while the losses 


brought to employes take from these 
ill that they have and open before 
them the,door to suffering that will 
be long- lasting-, if not to starvation 
itself. 


"Of course, 
to employes entering 


willingly into a strike, the matter is 
one that is their personal concern, 
and others have hut to concede 'to 
them their legal right to act iu such 
natters as they -will. 
Men are the 


masters of their hands nnd of their 
abor; the liberty is theirs to work 
or not to work, provided they under- 
stand the consequences that follow, 
and are satisfied to accept and endure 
such consequences. 
Not only, 
in- 


deed, is this liberty 
at all 
times 


theirs, 
but we must 
furthermore 


rant that occasions may arise .ind 
io r.i-ise when a strike, however seri- 
ous the consequences for the-work-

STRIKES ARE IMPOSSIBLE. 
"We Americans are disgraced bo- 


fore the eyes of the civilised worl.I 
by -the sacrifice of life, the wau.-uu, 
destruction of property, the insults 
to womanhood'- and the vicious ap- 
peal to mob rule, apparent in the 
labor riots at Ne.w York, Hionklyn, 
Albany, Buffalo, Homestead, Cleve- 
land, Chicago and St. Loxiis. 
Under 


the New Zealand law such a record 
would have been impossible, for in 
the iive» years and more since i*s 
adoption strikes and lockouts have 
been unknown in New Zealand. 


"The interests of capital and labor 


are identical; nothing- can harm the 
one without bringing distress to !Iic 
other, and whatever tends to the per- 
manent 
advancement 
of the one, 


along all right lines, must and will 
of necessity build up and strengthen 
the interests of the other. 


"A member 
of the 
New York 


state assembly has the honor of in- 
itiating a forward movement by in- 
troducing- n bill at the last session 
embodying the features of the New 
Zealand law. It is se-lf-evident thar 
the nate which first adopts such a 
law will secure complete immunity 
from strikes and lockouts. 
Conse- 


uqently employers may safely make 
contracts covering a period of three 
years, and employes 
may do the 


same, and the immediate resit it will 
be such nn increase in building and 
manufacturing* actibity that the peo- 
ple of other and competitive states 
will clamor for similar beneficent 
legislation. 


HOW TH-E LAW IS APPLIED. 
"The New Zealand law does not 


interfere with the right of labor and 
capital to settle disputes by private 
arbitration, if they wish to do so. 
On the contrary, it supplies forms 
for procedure in such case= and pro- 
vides for the enforcement of the 
awards, if the parties agree in ad- 
vance that this shall be done. There 
are two kinds of tribunals—boar.is 
of conciliation and a court of arbi- 
tration—and in both the employers 
and workmen are equally represented 
by the men of their chnire. 


"There is a board of conciliation in 


every industrial district, and the 
country is divided into as many dis- 
tricts as the governor general deems 
advisable. There is but one court of 
arbitration for the whole country. 
The boards of conciliation have four 
to, sis members, and are chosen every 
three years in each district, at elec- 
tions held separately by the associa- 
tions of employers and those of em- 
ployes,under procedure carefully ar- 
ranged by law, and under -the super- 
vision of a government officer, called 
the clerk of awards. 
The boards, 


upon organization, elect as chairman 
an outsider, 'some impartial person' 
and 'willing1 to act,' who votes only 
in the case of n tie. 


"The court of arbitration consists 


of three persons, who hold ofllce foi 
three years, and who are appointed 
by the governor general. 
Of these 


three appointees, one must be chosen 
by him from men nominated by the 
•working-men, and one from among 
men nominated by the employers 
Tho third is a judge of the supreme 
court of the colony. 
. EXPERTS ABE CALLED IN. 
,-"If the.-questlon before the board o; 
court, is of more than usual complex- 


ity, two experts may he chosen by th 
two parties to act as full members o 
the body and to sec that the decis 
ion is made with a full understand 
ing of all the points. 


"The compulsion of the law is Ilia 


if one party desires to arbitrate, i 
stead of fighting, the other part} 
must not fight, but arbitrate instead 
The moment either side with a griev 
ance, or any apprehension of a strike 
or lock-out summons the other before 
the board or court, it becomes an of 
fenso punishable with a fine of $5( 
for a workman to stop work and a. fin< 
of $2,500 for a manufacturer to shu1 
down. 


'Both must keep on until a Una' 


decision is rendered. There must he 
no strike or lock-out beforehand to 
forestall the intervention of the 
board. This guards against the prob- 
ability that a workman might be dis- 
charged, or that an employer mig-hl 
be left by his men. Employers can 
summon their workmen only as mem- 
bers of a trade union, hut any seven 
of the employes may form a trade 
union, of their own. The workmen 
can so summon individual employers, 


) associations of such. Workmen 


icfore leaving unions must give three 
months' notice of their intention to 
do so. 


WITNESSES COMPELLED.

lowers, can compel the attendance of 
witnesses and imprison any who re- 
use to obey their summons^ can com- 
iel the production of any books and 
mpers needed.

jloyes. In practical operation, about 
ne-Uiird of the cases are settled by 
he lower hoards, but a larg'R majority 
f their decisions are confirmed by the 
ourt. 


;The answer of New Zealand to in-

sugar, and therefore are the m 
nutritious fools. 
Cherries, applet, 


currants, strawberries and grapes 
contain considerable vegetable acid, 
making them valuable as blood puri- 
fiers. 


Lemons, limes, grape fruit possess 


•about the same general properties; 
they contain a great deal of potash 
and other salts and abundant veget- 
able acids. 
They are beneficial in 


gout and rheumatism, especially lem- 
on juice, which is higljjy recommend- 
ed, because the citric acid in decom- 
posing in the stomach oxidises sucli 
elements as would tend to form uric 
acid, forming instead, uric and car- 
bonic acid, two substances capable of 
easy 
excretion. 
The 
addition ot 


lemon juice to cereals and broiled or 
fried fish render them mare easily 
assimilated, as it has n. specific action 
in promotinff'fjastric digestion. 
The 


juice of one or two lemons put in a 
tumbler of water, with a little sugar, 
is; a refroplung- and cooling drink, 
especially in fevers. 
Lemons peeled, 


sliced and freed from, pits, if placed 
in a bowl with sugar sprinkled, be- 
tween thn slices, makes an excellent 
remedy for sore throat.

thirst more than any other beverage. 
Pleasant, cooling drinks may be made 
with lemon juice and aerated waters, 
such as vichy. apollinaris or rar- 
bonic acid water 'instead of plain 
water, of effervescence may be pro- 
duced by the addition nf baking- serin, 
about half teuspoonful to a. tumbler- 
ful of water and the juice of one lem- 
on.

GOD'S PROMISE TO ABRAHAM— THE COMPLAINT FOR WANT 


OF AN HELR— IS JUSTt FIED FOR FAITH.

Topic—"God's Promise to Abra- 


ham.'' 


Text—Genesis xv., 1-18. 


REVALATIONS TO ABRAM. 


There wore 
nine occasions when 


God gave Abram a special manifest* 
tion of himself, 
our of these have 


passed—.it Ur of the ChrUdees, a 
Haran, at Horeh and between Bethel 
and Ai. Thp fifth is now before us 
and is different from the others. T!i 
previous occasion was less distinct, 
In the present case we have God ex 
•pressing himself, for (lesson v. V 
';the word of the Lord came unto 
Abram, in vision, saying1." 


Abrnm's God and our God is the 


true God, for many reasons we tov.Icl 
give, but just now we say for the 
reason, that He lirs ever been emerg- 
ing from the unseen nnd addressin 
mankind.. 
The deities of idolatry 


have all been dumb, dead thing?. 
"They have mouths, but they sppak 
not." 
The God of the rationalist, of 


the niaLsrialistic naturalist, of the 
skeptical philosopher is silent and 
forcer separated 
from communica- 


tion with human being-s. 


Our God is approachable and ex- 


pressive. Thus -the earliest writers 
of scripture conceived qf .Him. Sov 
ereig-ii .over, all, Hs is yet sympa- 
thetic with every, human soul. Which 
i* the deity most to be desired aud 
adored.-by. you, the god which-the 
pagan cuts out of metal or wood, 
nnd-which the'heathen never expects 
l.o heal1 a word from, or our .-God o; 
the-Bible,'-who from first leaf to last 
of the Revelations is seeJi in out- 
showing1 nets nnd utterances, ns tt 
were, ever endeavoring- to enter into 
conscious 
nnd 
complete 
relations 


with His creature mnn. 


KE-ASOW FOR MANY NAMES. 
It is this thnt accounts for the 


many names of God in the Biblo. 
Omnipotent, omnipresent and onuiis- 
cifnt is He. These are the very at- 
tributes wo do not liave and yet all 
wish we did have. 
Wo ono is nil 


powerful, but everyone wishes h? 
were. Wo ono is omniscient, but does 
not everyone 
wish 
he did luiov/ 


everything? Again we crave.as our 
God ono who has sympathetic feel- 
ings for our wants. 
And we c.1'2 


taught in scripture that "like as r. 
father pities his children, so Ih.i 
Lord pities 
them that fear Him.7' 


And at Inst the longing- desire y1' 
man is to see God in visual embodi- 
ment. 


Turning to the Eiblc ivc have this 


desire gratified. For "in the begin- 
ning W.1S the Word, and the Word 
•was with God, nnd the "Word was 
God. And the word was made flesh 
and dwelt among- us. And we be- 
held His glory as of tho only be- 
got ton of the Father, full of grace 
and truth." Such then, with mnny 
more evidences I mijj-iiL adduce show- 
ing how God has been from the bc- 
gi lining irying to get consciously, 
intelligently near to mankind. 


The disclosures ITe mnde to man in 


Old Testament times were far from 
that full manifestation in Jesus. For 
Jesus could say: "He that hath seen 
Me hath seen the Father.'* "land my 
r.ith?r are one." 
'All that 
God is 


was made visible in Christ. 
That, is 


whnt we mean by saying* we believe 
in the deity of Jesus Christ. 


Now let us go back to the divine 


levelation made to 'Abnnn. 
-We re- 


call that univeral idolatry prevail- 
ed. When Ternh nnd his son Abram 
were living in. Ur of the Chaldees by 
some means the Almighty called and 
convinced Abram to quit image w<v- 
ship and follow as he should be led 
by the invisible, supreme God. He 
nnd his son 
went 
to Haran and 


dwelt there, and from thence mi- 
grated to Egypt. 


PROMISES ARE FULFILLED. 
In Egypt lie realized richly on tlu- 


promises cf great prosperity, which 
had been pledged to him nt the out- 
set by the unseen God. And after his 
exodus from Egypt and entrance into 
Canaan wealth nnd influence flowed 
in full stream into his county and 
country. 
In the chapter preceding 


our lesson he is triumphant in war. 
Thus (Genesis xiv., 1-12) we rend of 
n confederacy of four kings against 
the king- of Sodom nnd his allies, r.vJ 
in the campaign the four conquered 
nnd captured and carried away (xiv., 
11-12) all the goods of Sodom anrt 
Gomorrah! "And they took Lot," 
A'bram's nephew, whom we last saw 
pitching his tent toward Sodom. 


As soon ns Abram learned the facts 


(xiv., 13-16), he organized his re- 
tainers and troops, and putting tli-i 
confederates to flight he restored the 
captured goods nnd his Imprisoned 
nephew, and received (xiv., 17-20) 
nn enormous ovation at the hands 
of the King of Sodom nnd his rescued 
associates. 


•Now Abram stnnds upon a topmosf 


pinacle of success, earthly, malarial 
success. 
Serving God appeared to 


pny -pnst tho brightest expectation. 


JJ ut--a ml here we reach the events 


in this lesson—this rich shiek was 
not content. 
Well, who ever was 


mnde content by heaping .wealth into 
his hand and lifting up his head on 
high? 
If it did not really occur that 


Alexander the Great .wept when there 
remained no more worlds to conquer, 
he very properly expressed himself 
in words ns sorro-wfiil as 'those use 
who weep. The multiplying million- 
aires in our country are never rc- 
poiied as satisfied, no difference how 
colossal their fortune has become. 
Att'RAM FRETS ABOUT FUTURE. 


Just so Abram bagins to fret about 


the future of his fortune and family 
fame. 
He was childless, and the 


only prospective heir to all he had 
(leeson v. S) was "tins EJfzer of Da- 
mascus." 
He was the steward, per- 


haps his _maiwger nnd confidential 
managei*, but nothing of blood kin- 
ship. 
Mark the gentle method by 


which Jehovah taught his servant 
(lesson-v. 5) that a very different fu- 
ture awaited him. The scripture tells 
us the Lord 
"brought him forth 


afbroad," and said: 
Look now .to- 


wnrd heaven find tell the stars if thou 
be able lo number them; and He said 
unto Abram, So shall thy seed be. 


What terms, tones or instrument 


the .Lord used to impart this truth. 
no matter. 
"The secret of the Lord 


is -with them that fear 'Him," and He 
will show them His w.iy. 
A true 


and very trustful child of God now 
knows .what it is to -feel God bring- 
ing him "forth abroad," and impart- 
ing impulses and impressions which 
arc messages of the Almighty to ono 
of us, ns truly as Abraham was here 
taught of God. 


And the bcnuty of it is in verse 6, 


thnt "he believed in the Lord" (and 
"tha Lord counted 
it 
to him for 


righteousness"). 
There 
in 
iimich 


more in the statement "believed in, 
or believed on,*1 than simply to say 
"he believed the Lord." 
We often 


believe our fellow men— Tjeficvs what 
they say to bu true—when we do not, 
would not and could not believe on 
them. 
To believe on them would be 


to rest upon their ward with assur- 
ance that they are nble and intend to 
make their promises good. 


Abraham belisved on the Lord. He 


took God nt His word. 
Do not let 


any opponent of simple faith in the 
affirmations of holy scripture disturb 
your peace by expressing- doubts on 
the reliability of the Bible. 
Take it 


us it comes to you. 
Trust its teach- 


ings. 
Turn a deaf car to all who 


would def.ime ils integrity r.ntl trust- 
worthiness. 
Remember, 
Abraham 


had a very much less distinct mes- 
sage from heaven, ami yet he be- 
lieved in the Xiortl, and was well re- 
warded for his blind faith in the di- 
vino word. 


EXPLAINS OLD TEXT. 


Is it asked, What means the state- 


ment, the Lord "counted it to him 
for righteousness"? 
This, at lens't, 


that it is a rig-lit thing to accept the 
oracles of God implicitly. 
Also that 


to take God at His word is so to hon- 
or and please Him that He will ac- 
cept us ns righteous, nnd to us- He 
will continue to impart His most holy 
self. 


The N"ew Testament terms are justi- 


fication, nnd sanctincution. 
So Paul 


(Romans v.. 1) speaks of "being- jus- 
tified by faith," as in contrast to 
those who think of being justified by 
works of their own doing-. 
Thnt is. 


the difference between, making- our- 
selves right and lettiug God make us 
nil we need to lie. 
And the latter 


follows full affectionate trust in Him. 
Lord make me holy! 
Offering that, 


prayer with nil one's heart and mind 
and meaning results in God impart- 
ing to us His righteousness. 


Before nil else, God desires our be- 


lief in Him. 
And of UG He has more 


renson to expect it, because hi Jesus 
He comes so clearly before us and so 
very nenr there is no excuse for our 
doubting. 
A-brnncm ha'd no Bible 


help. 
He had no Bethlehem, nor 


Calvary, nor Easter teaching. 
And 


yet he so nobly and boldly 'believed in 
God thnt (Raman iv., 11) he stands 
in history as "the father of all them 
that believe." "What nn enviable dis- 
tinction! 
iRa'tlur would I have such 


an honor to my credit than to bo 
known as crowned with all the dia- 
dems of earthly dominion. 
And at 


first thought wo say, Why not? Xf 
•we would be a triumphant believer 
in God, then why not just go and be 
one? 


The answer is, that such is our poor 


humanity, owing to inheritance and 
our own evil doings, that it is of Jill 
things most difficult to believe iwhnt 
God has said by His inspired teach- 
ers, prophets and His own Son. Jesus 
Christ. 
REAFFIRMS FORMER PROMISE. 


And of this we have an example in 


the next view we are to take (les- 
son verses 7-11) of Abraham. 
When 


the Lord (verse 7) reaffirmed 
His 


former promise that Canaan, where 
we now find Abram, should be his for 
a possession, tlvis bend hero of nil 
believers for a moment lost his'mas- 
terful confidence hi the bare promise 
(ver«e 8) and asked for a sign. I 
cannot take thy word, "Lord, plenso 
give me a sign. Thou gavest me a 


sign, in the countless stars, now giv<? 
me another to assure me that Canaan 
shall be mii?. 


And the sign the Lord did giva 


him, according to verses 9 and 10. 
What was the significance of the sec- 
ond sign? This selection nnd sacri- 
fice of animals and birds was nn ori- 
ental custom. It was their way of 
establishing1 n covenant between two 
parties. In the ceremonial the sacri- 
fices were placed in two rows apart 
and the contracting parties passed 
between the rows, and uttered im- 
precations upon either one or the 
other -who should fail to keep the 
covenant 
faithfully.. 
Thus 
God 


would sny: 
Prepare the sacrificial 


animals according to the Levitical 
cultus. Lay them in order and pass 
between, offering imprecatory .prayers 
upon yourself 
arid upon me, 
the 


Most High, if either of us fail to do 
our part in obtaining 
Canaan for 


tliiiie inheritance. 


By this sign Abraham's heart took 


hope, and we never hear o!! him 
doubting greatly again. This lesson 
will be worth less or more just as wo 
get out of it a great increase of con- 
fidence that what God has said, that 
same will He do! 


But there is yet one truth to make 


clear in our closing. The Almighty 
would not have Abraham suppose 
that nothing but plenty, progress arid 
promotion awaited him in this world. 
Since that day it has been no uncom- 
mon thing for those who claim to 
love God and trust Him to think He 
should be ever and forever enriching 
aud exalting them. 


GREATER GLORY AWAITED. 
Abram 
had 
enjoyed 
an 
un 


paralleled course of prosperity, and 
yet greater glory was promised. But 
•there, would be another side of his 
experience; and this we have symbol- 
ized in verses 12-14. In his sleep ft 
afrig-liting- dream foretold a.future of 
trial, not for him personally so much 
ns for that offspring he had so much 
desired to have given him. 
It was 


all well with this rich and victorious 
servant of God. just returned from 
triumph over the five confederated 
kings. 


But snys Gotl, there is overs trong 


oppression 
with 
bitter 
suffering 


ahead. Wot that all are to be sub- 
jected to the 
same grinding ills 


which ctiine on Abraham's offspring 
in Egypt for hundreds of continuous 
years. But for every true child of 
God there is a measure of world hard- 
ship 
which 
brings sickness and 


heaviness 
of heart. 
A multitude 


never so great may be gathered in an 
assembly, and if that old hymn be 
given out/ two lines of which run, 


Are there no foes for me to face. 
While pressing on to GodP 


the 
response 
of 
each 
iiitullige:it 


siiig'cr will be "Yc.3." 


Must I be carried to the skies 
On flowery beds of ease? 
NO: 
As a closing thought, just sec how 


clearly the truth of a future life and 
of reunion with our departed friends 
in God is here taught (verse 10). 
May we nil who have studied this les- 
son together there meet and greet one 
another and be glorified in Him. 


BLUSHER WHEN IT RAINS.

in the morasses of Florida

Y-ith some degree of art, Wall street 
endured it cheerfully nnd gave free- 
ly. Li?some young women with soft 
voicss 
and 
appealing 
eyes 
who 


wished to EP!! tickets to pertormancts 
that never took place found n steady 
market: suave gentlemen in silk hats 
who 
politely 
suggested 
subscrip- 


tions to organizations which existed 
chiefly within those hats, collected 
an occasional bonus, while the hard 
lutk story buoyantly and genially 
presented, was almost 
sure to by 


rewarded with the pi-ice of n drink. 
But the plain, untarnished 
tramp, 


with a five-days' growth of -whiskers 
and too well ventilated clothing, ib 
not popular on Wall street and this 
kind has become very prevalent of 
late. Along with him have come a 
horde of subscription, agents. 
So 


Wall street is now in revolt. 


Tho publication of illustrated vol- 


umes on Wall street and its promi- 
nent men has made it possible for 
the beggar to recognize a stock ex- 
change man in the street nnd it is 
quite a common thing for one of the 
board members to be approached by 
a seedy stranger and addressed by 
name. 


"Mr. Blank," began the stranger, 


"I used to speculate in your office 
and had a run of luck, but I got on 
the wrong side of the market nnd 
now I am up ag-ainst it. •! want to 
a^k you for a small loan until I sell 
a hous-2 I own. in the country. When 
I g-at the cash from this place I shall 
bfi back in your place rolling up t!:e 
money again. 


The broker thinks he recognizes 


a ejiEiinl customer nnd the lonn is 
forthcoming. The ups mid downs 
of Wall Street life make it necessary 
for >*vcry one to he kindly disposed 
to the man who is temporarily out 
at elbov/s. The borrower may be the 
lender in a few weeks' time. But 
v:hcn the same broker is approached 
n second time 
with the same tale 


of hard luck he.-begins to be suspic 
ions. 


At the same time tha broker mu-t 


be cautious in his dealings with His 
stranger who 
accosts 
him on the 


street. There ;ire many varieties oi 
speculators, and some of those who 
drift in from the country districts 
wearing clothes that would make a 
hit on the varieiy stag/: .ire too good 
customers to losa. A certain mem- 
ber of a Wall street firm had nn un- 
pleasant experience in this line re- 
cently. As he was going to the £*• 
change an elderly man in shabby 
slothes addressed him timidly: 


"Ain't you Mr. So-nnd-soP" 
''Yes., I am; but I'm in n gr^.t 


hurry '' 


"I just wanted to ask you cf yon 


:ouldn't 
" 


•'No. sir, I cannot,'-' s:iid the broker 


emphatically. 


As he stalked away he -was dimly 


iwnre of coma messenger boy laugh- 
ng iit *-he figure his interloctor c»it 
,;s he stood, staring and discomfited. 
Half an hour later the. broker C.IIIIL 
out upon the street again only tu 
run into the sacdy little man. 


•'Mr. So-and-so." began the li'llo 
i.Tn, "I only wanted to nsk you cl 


you couldn't 
" 


"Now, here," cric.d

broker: '-I won't stand being held up 
(hi? way. If you do it again I wiii 
lutvc you arreotcd."

principally the latter. He invariably 
descend? on his prey nt the busiest 
time in the day, bursting in on *'i5 
broker's tiudy of the ticker and reel- 


- off i begging petition while hold- 


ing- out a book in which appear t?.c 
n-nmes of well-known, men as sub- 
scribers to tho charity in question. 
Most of the names arc inserted there 
without their owner's permission, bu1: 
the list serves to lend emphasis t: 
the collector's remark that "it wil! 
look very queer when the list Is pub- 
lished if your 
name 
does 
appear 


there." 


It is too late to recall the money 


when the boker learns later, by com- 
paring notes with -his fiends in tin* 
Street, that his name ns 
well 
as 


theirs line been nped in wholesal-i 
gathering in of funds, which never 
reached the charitable societj'1 they 
wero intended to benefit. 


So persistent 
are some 
of the 


bogus collectors of charity that i! 
is all the dooikeeptrs 
of tha Ex • 


change can do to prevent their pene- 
trating to the very floor in searc.i 
of victims. They are ousted from on^ 
entrance only to seek admission al 
another; they lie in w.tit for broker.: 
going in nnd brokers coming- out: 
they fnll in step behind their victim 
and walk and talk until the money 
is given ns the ensiest way of saving 
a scene j they ignore the signs on 
private doors, ore pastmnsters in the 
nrt of blurring office boys, and when 
not fattening- at the expense of tlu 
broker they are picking up crumbs 
and whole loaves from the customer? 
who throng his office nnd are always 
liberal and open-handed 
when ths 


market is going their wny. 


Of Inte a new apparition, 'lias ap- 


peared in Wall street. 
It -wears a 


bonnet of coal-scuttle shape, -bedeck- 
ed willi sciu-iet and gold ribbon; it. 
stands patiently outside the entrance 
to the Stock Exchange holding in 
its extended hnnd a tambourine. 
It 


is a silent nppurition so fnr ns voeai 
evidence of its presence is concerned, 
but the tambourine is trust out in 
a wny that explains its object, v.?ry 
forcibly and the attention 
of tlia 


passerby is attracted to the object 
by a sign on a hnnd organ hi the 
vicinity of the tambourine. 
On the 


organ there is a printed appeal to 
the world, in general and Wall Street 
in particular to ''help the homeless.1' 
"It is self-denial-week" the sign in- 
forms the brokers. 
"Give to this 


worthy charity nnd help save the 
lost1' says another sign. 


The organ plays ragtime airs; the 


girl in the poke bonnet rattles the 
small change in her tambourine,- and 
the brokers smile 
nnd 
swell th** 


fund. Nevertheless, the brokers pro- 
test ngainst this begging plan with 
the others, for they feel it is out of 
place in n busy business center like 
Wnll street. 


Of begging- epistles every man of 


pomhifMico in tne Street gets n waste 
basket full daily. 
This particular 


line of begging is regarded as out1 


of tho afflictions that will always 
be. part and parcel of the prosperous 
life of the district. But the army oC 
beggars thnt 
is becoming 
larger 


dnily, the army that invndes private 
offices, thnt is every 
hungry for 


more and stops at nothing- to gnin 
its end, has become such n nuisance 
thnt the brokers 
want 
to have il 


stopped.

MONEY MADE IN GABBAQE. 


A problem that has engaged the at- 


tention of the legislative bodies of 
most American cities is what to do 
with the garbage—how to get rid of 
it at the least expense to the public. 
The city of Washington so disposes 
of its garbage that a profit is got out 
of it. while most other American 
cities—being less carefully governed 
—have to psiy largely for its removal. 
There is a contract with a company 
which collects the garbage ami dis- 
poses of it. 
The garbage is kept sep- 


arate from nshcs and other refuse. 
In iron tanks it is taken by rn il 
thirty miles down the Potomac to the 
reduction works. Here it is sorted. 
Tin cans, bottles, etc.. are removed. 
The rest is placed in a close iron ves- 
sc? nnd subjected to stc.im pressure, 
after which it iy pumped into tanks 
nnd allowed to settle. Oils and fats 
rise 
to 
the 
surface and; bein£ 


skimmed off, arc sold to soap makers. 
Under pressure more oil is obtained, 
to go the same wny. The caked gar- 
bage .after pressure, is pulverized 
and sold for fertilizer. 
Incidental 


profits arise from the sale of 
the 


hides of horses and other animal;; 
and the manipulation of their car- 
casses along with the garbage. The 
horse hides make good russet leather. 
A good monthly profit is snid to bs 
realized. 


MUST CAKE FOR THEIR OWN. 


The Ohio legislature at its last ses- 


sion passed a law attaching n penalty 
of n term in the penitentiary for par- 
ents who refuse to support their off- 
spring. 
The first conviction under 


this law is reported from Columbus. 


It appears that a miner named 


Rabey was making good wages, but 
he could not be induced by the au- 
thorities to support his only child. 
Some months ago he separated from. 
his wife, and he made a fight for the 
possession of the child nnd was suc- 
cessful. 
As he was not prepared to 


properly provide for the child, it wns 
taken to the children's home to be 
cared for. When the child was left 
there it was with the distinct under- 
standing' thnt IIR was to pay n certain 
stipend for the services. He failed 
to comply with his contract and all 
the -urging of the county ollicers h?.rl 
no effect in inducing him to let loose 
of his purse strings to pay for the 
necesasries of life for his child. After 
a large number of admonitions he 
was arrested and the court sentenced 
him to serve one year. 
In April, 


1000, the general-assembly passed a 
law attaching 'a workhouse sentence 
for cases of that kind, but the law 
was amended by the last lepialaturn 
nud the penitentinry was substil.urod 
for tho workhouse.

People getting better from a serious Ill- 
ness are tormented by the loss of com- 
mon words. This Is particularly the 
cnso after Influenza. One of our lend- 
ing statesmen after an attack of this 
malady suddenly lost the thread of bis 
speech In (he midst of a public dis- 
course.

tion or of want of training. Whnt we 
never know well wo very easily forget 
An expr-rlciiCL-d police detective never 
forgets n face or tinine.—Pearson's.
